Rome and Moscow

E CATHOLIC CHURCH, independent 
of every state in her own sphere can accommodate 
herself to any form of civil government that makes 
some attempt at justice, and even in places where 
she is persecuted she invariably wins the respect 
of the people and the civil rulers after a time.” 

This was the bold declaration of the Roman 
Catholic publication The Register, on May 31, 
1959. 

Cooperation between the Roman Church and 
Russian Communism is not a remote responsibil- 
ity. As a matter of fact there are strong signs 
which indicate that the black and red dictatorships 
are seeking ways and means of coming to an un- 
derstanding. To the discerning observer of world 
events and to the students of Bible prophecy this 
comes as no surprise. 

Behind the smoke-screen of a well publicized 
anti-Communism crusade, the Vatican is giving 
indications of imminent cooperation with the So- 
viet country, regardless of the godlessness of 
Russia. The ambitious Communists, in their quest 
for world power, will hardly discount the tenacious 
ambitions of the Roman Church. It is sheer folly 
for informed people to ignore the possibility of 
Rome and Moscow shaking hands, and upon such 
a day of collaboration between these two great 
dictatorships, the destiny of mankind will be 
sealed. 

Signs of such cooperation appear here and 
there, unmistakable fragments of a massive pat- 
tern. We adduce a few for our readers’ judgment. 


Edging Into Position 


Look Magazine, March 31, 1959, published a 
comprehensive character-sketch of Pope John un- 
der the title “The Pope and the Vatican,” with the 
following lead: “Earthy and Informal, John XXIII 
Has Completely Changed the Power Structure of 
Pius XII.” The article included this significant 
statement: 

“It is too early to tell precisely what all this 
adds up to, but indications are that the new Pope 
means to de-emphasize the Vatican’s interest in 
parties as such. ... The Vatican would seem to be 
edging into a negotiating position with the Iron 
Curtain countries.” 

According to an Associated Press release of 
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July 3, 1959, Soviet First Deputy Premier Kozlov, 
in a visit to the United States, expressed the Com- 
munist party’s willingness to cooperate with Pope 
John in his so-called peace and unity proclamation. 
While the Soviet official was the guest of Califor- 
nia’s Governor Brown, Associated Press gave this 
account: “Greeting the Soviet visitor at the State 
Capitol, Governor Brown, a Roman Catholic, 
showed him a newspaper headline reading, ‘Pope 
Calls for Peace, Unity.’ Grinning, Kozlov told the 
Governor, ‘We are concentrating all our efforts on 
peace. We will even support the Pope if he is for 
peace.’ ” 

Would it not have been wiser, and certainly 
more patriotic, for Governor Brown to have shown 
the Russian official the instrument that made this 
country great—the Constitution of the United 
States—which is more significant than any peace 
call or words by a Roman Pontiff? Is it not possible 
that the Catholic Governor was primarily con- 
cerned with making the Roman Catholic Church 
attractive to Kozlov, thereby fulfilling his obliga- 
tion as a dutiful son of his foreign “mother 
church” to propagate the tenets of Roman Ca- 
tholicism? And this is another instance of a Roman 
Catholic evidencing his prime allegiance above his 
devotion to country. 


More than a Rumor 


Roman newspapers Momento-Sera and Il 
Puese of Rome reported on January 29th and 30th, 
respectively, the following news relayed by the 
Associated Press: “These papers said plans were 
being studied for assignment of Khrushchev’s 
representative at the Vatican and a representative 
for Pope John at Moscow.” 

The fact that such rapprochement is alto- 
gether possible is proven by a quotation from the 
Roman Catholic magazine Information of August, 
1949, concerning the former Pope’s relationship 
with Russia: 

“The Pope does not condemn Communism as 
a purely economic system, but because it denies 
God and the supernatural. The Pope is bound by 
his apostolic mission to enter into contact with any 
government, good or bad; in fact, he must deal 
even with the devil—a drastic word used by Pope 
Pius XI in speaking of Mussolini. The Pope could

negotiate with Stalin and Tito in defense of the 
faithful in Russia and Yugoslavia, and it is not 
the Pope’s fault that he has no contact with them.” 

Rome will accommodate herself to any atmos- 
phere or climate, or to any type of government as 
long as she can exercise power. 


The Disagreeable Shock 


Wholeheartedly believing in “mother church’s” 
masquerade of anti-Communism, sincere Roman 
Catholic people, when confronted with any evi- 
dence of such an approaching collaboration, are 
aghast. They are taught to hate Communism and 
to work against it. While they valiantly and trust- 
ingly believe in this crusade, Vatican emissaries 
are making every attempt to enter into an unholy 
alliance with a totalitarian government which de- 
clares its disbelief in God. Communist Russia ex- 
ists as the only officially avowed atheistic nation in 
the world. No wonder children of the Church of 
Rome find the Vatican’s conciliatory gestures dis- 
turbing. 

The photograph on this page, showing Roman 
Catholic Archbishop Joseph Groesz greeting Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev, who visited the 
Hungarian capital, called forth the following com- 
ment from the Jesuit magazine America, of April 
26, 1958. It shows the scandalized reaction of Ro- 
man Catholics to fraternization with the Com- 
munist officials: 


It was a disagreeable shock to see a Catholic arch- 
bishop shaking hands with Bolshevik Number One. A 
photograph distributed by the news services in this 
country showed Archbishop Joseph Groesz of Kalocsa, 
smile on face, greeting Premier Khrushchev in Budapest. 
Archbishop Groesz is acting head of the bench of bishops 
in Hungary. It takes no great mental effort to imagine 
what propaganda use the Reds are at this moment mak- 
ing of such a spectacle. 

Ever since the tragic mock trial of Cardinal Minds- 


zenty in 1949, the remaining Hungarian bishops have 
adopted their own equally earnest, but less dramatic, 
policy towards the Red regime. At times their program 
of conciliation has taken strange forms. On the occasion 
of the death of Archbishop Czapik last year we had 
occasion to recall his participation in Communist-led 
peace campaigns. Archbishop Groesz himself was dec- 
orated by the regime last December. 

Though this course of action is in sharp contrast to 
the road followed by the Primate, it has never been re- 
pudiated by the Holy See. Embarrassing as this kind of 
collaboration no doubt is to the Vatican, the Holy Father 
has shown himself sensitive to the distinctive problems of 
the hierarchies behind the Iron Curtain, The pastoral 
dilemma that faces the bishops in Eastern Europe was 
described in these pages several years ago. The free 
world’s failure to come to the aid of Hungary in Octo- 
ber, 1956 did not help resolve that dilemma. But even 
when all these allowances are made, what a sad and 
puzzling thing that handshake remains! 


Russia's Final Conversion 


If unable to reach a place of agreement suffi- 
ciently advantageous, the Vatican will not hesitate 
to endanger the peace of the world, using other 
countries and especially the United States of Amer- 
ica to light the fires of war against Communism. 
Almost all Roman Catholic publications are broad- 
ly “hinting” that the “secret” of Fatima, to be 
revealed some time in 1960, will be the further 
amplification or specification regarding the con- 
version of Russia. 

“Our Lady asked for the consecration of Rus- 
sia to her Immaculate Heart... . This theme of the 
final cénversion of Russia, runs all through the 
Fatima revelation. ... The general feeling at Fat- 
ima is that this final secret must refer to some- 
thing of general knowledge, but that it will spell it 
out in plainer terms than before.” (Our Sunday 
Visitor, February 14, 1960) 

In the meantime Rome stands at the cross- 
roads, holding in one hand a document of collab- 
oration and blessing for Russia while, in the other 
hand, ready to be unfurled, is the scroll of con- 
demnation and war against Russia, which she will 
employ if the first means does not prove effective 
in bringing about her aims. 





Deathbed Conversions 


N OW AS EVER, the Roman Catholic Church 
is prone to assign her emissaries to the deathbeds 
of those who are seriously ill, particularly if they 
are prominent in the eyes of the world. 

One of the most newsworthy cases of this 
cold-bloodedly calculating practice was recently 
reported in Time magazine, November 30, 1959: 

Last week the battle was once more joined over the 
final hours on earth of Edouard Herriot, who had done 
as much as anyone to insist on the separation of church 
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and state, and had fought tirelessly against church control 
of public education in France... 


Recumbent Wishes 


In 1957, full of years, Herriot died at 84... . Her- 
riot’s free-thinking friends were at first startled, and then 
indignant, to hear that on his deathbed, Lifelong Agnos- 
tic Edouard Herriot had gone back into the Roman 
Catholic Church, and been buried with church ritual. 

Last week the dispute came to open warfare. The 
first barrage was laid down by Biologist Jean Rostand, 
65, who reputedly knows more about frogs than any man 
alive, and who had been elected to Herriot’s vacant seat 
in the Academie Francaise. Wearing the academy’s 
braided uniform and cocked hat and with a sword dan- 
gling awkwardly at his side, Rostand, as custom requires, 
used his acceptance speech to eulogize the academician 
whose place he took. Herriot’s last moments, according 
“to certain witnesses,” said Rostand, were not “in har- 
mony with his whole life.” He went on to censure the 
“passions” that created the contradiction “between the 
words of the man standing and the murmurs of the man 
recumbent.” Novelist Jules Romains, (Men of Good 
Will), went farther, assured the 40 “immortals” of the 
academy that it was untrue that “Herriot died denying 
the concepts of Herriot alive,” and deplored the “ex- 
ploitation of the ‘last hours’ of an illustrious man.” 

Pierre Cardinal Gerlier, primate of the Lyon diocese, 
who was responsible for bringing the dying Herriot back 
into the church, issued a statement rejecting with indig- 
nation “the gratuitous and odious allegations . . . which 
dare to assert that I had taken advantage of the weak- 
ness of a diminished man.” Herriot not only answered his 
questions in a firm voice, said the cardinal, but twice ex- 
pressed “his desire for a religious funeral.” 


Hostile Answers 


In rebuttal, Romains produced a letter from Her- 
riot’s widow stating that her husband “had died perfectly 
calm in all freedom of thought, as he had lived.” Enter- 
ing the fray the Paris-Presse published a telephone inter- 
view with Mme Herriot in which she added that “when 
the cardinal made his visit, my husband was no longer 
conscious, and could not recognize anybody.” 

Cardinal Gerlier retorted that Mme. Herriot “can 
affirm nothing,” and insisted that at the time of his con- 
versation with the dying Herriot, she “was at the far 
end of the room and could have heard very little.’ The 
Herriots’ maid supported the cardinal, as did a nun who 
had been at the deathbed. While clericals and anti- 
clericals exchanged broadsides, badgered Mme. Herriot 
offered a last line about her husband’s death. Said she: 
“No one will ever know the truth.” 


Remarkable "Conversion" 


Recently a Protestant magazine reported a 
similar “conversion.” 


The fence between Baptists and Catholics may not be 
quite as high as generally believed. 
At any rate, some Catholics in Canada claim that 
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an 82-year-old life-long Baptist jumped it from his 
hospital bed while under heavy sedation just a few days 
before he died. 

The Baptist was Senator Jacob Nicol, millionaire, 
financier, lawyer, publisher and politician of Sherbrooke, 
Quebec. The Catholics were the staff members of St. 
Vincent de Paul Hospital. The story unfolded something 
like this: 

Two months before the senator’s death last Septem- 
ber 23 he was admitted to the Roman Catholic hospital 
suffering from a broken collar bone caused by a night- 
time fall in his home. The senator was born of Baptist 
parents, grew up in a Baptist home, attended a Protes- 
tant school and was graduated from McMaster University 
(a Baptist institution) in 1900. In 1928 the university 
conferred upon him an honorary LL.D. degree. 

Throughout his life, Mr. Nicol had been a faithful 
member of Sherbrooke Baptist Church. While he was in 
the Roman Catholic hospital, his pastor, Rev. F. C. 
Amery, visited regularly every second or third day. Mr. 
Amery says they read the Scriptures and prayed together. 

“At the senator’s request the Baptist pastor arranged 
for him to have Holy Communion on August 28,” writes 
Harold U. Trinier, editor of The Canadian Baptist. At 
this time the senator talked to his pastor about funeral 
arrangements should he not recover. His request was 
that the funeral service be conducted by his pastor and 
a Protestant undertaker. 

Mr. Trinier continues, “Towards the end of the 
communion service, the senator, being under some seda- 
tion because of continuing pain, had to be roused. He 
continued to be kept under increasing sedation and in 
an oxygen tent.” 

What a shock when the Baptist pastor was informed 
that the senator had voluntarily become a Roman Cath- 
olic the next day after the communion service! 

The only witnesses to the amazing transaction— 
many question that it was ever made—were members of 
the hospital staff, all Roman Catholics. 

When the shocked relatives protested they were 
told that nothing could be done, since the senator was 
then under heavy sedation and very critical, until he 
recovered and was able to renounce his “conversion.” 
This man, who all of his life had been a staunch Protes- 
tant and a faithful Baptist, was buried from the Roman 
Catholic St. Michel’s Cathedral in Sherbrooke. 

“If the Baptists of Sherbrooke were surprised and 
shocked at the senator’s reputed ‘conversion,’” says 
Editor Trinier, “it might be well to note, to the credit of 
a great many Roman Catholic lay people, that they were 
incensed concerning the whole affair. They felt it did not 
reflect well upon their church or its clergy. 

“The man who was sent to remove the senator’s 
grave stone from the Protestant cemetery to place it 
in the Roman Catholic cemetery said: ‘This ought never 
to be. The senator was a Protestant all his life and he 
died a Protestant.’ ” 

The editor concludes: “We have nothing to say 
concerning the Roman Catholics of St. Vincent de Paul 
Hospital, except that it is not likely that they would 
have been so zealous to convert a dying Protestant, who 
was under heavy sedation, right after he had received 
communion from his own pastor, had he not been a man 
of great wealth.”

Too Little Too Late 


Roman Catholic publications are sprinkled 
with astonishing reports of personages who have 
returned to the bosom of the Roman Church post 
mortem, in many cases even after a Protestant 
burial. The most recent such claim, at this writing, 
to be published appeared in the February 7, 1960 
issue of The Register, where it was alleged that 
actress Diana Barrymore (whose life and death 
were equally tragic and devoid of the light that 
can only be found in the Lord Jesus Christ) “‘re- 
turned to the Faith. Although Protestant funeral 
services were held for Miss Barrymore, Father 
Wilkerson, who conducts a Catholic information 
center, said that he feels certain that the actress 
died a Catholic. ‘She had nothing to do with the 
funeral arrangements.’ ” 

It is unbelievable that anyone who had the 
slightest knowledge of the sad life and unfortunate 
death of this ill-starred girl could derive comfort 
from reading the following in a Catholic publica- 
tion: “Captain Williams, convert brother of Play- 
wright Tennessee Williams, who is stationed at 
Scott Air Force Base near St. Louis, declares that 
the actress told him she looked upon his playwright 
brother as a sort of savior because his plays gave 
her a means of escape in her 20-year fight with 
alcoholism, which she described in her book [bi- 
ography], Too Much Too Soon.” 


Traffic in Men's Bodies 


Our readers will recall the tragic story in the 
November 1959 issue of CHRISTIAN HERITAGE, in 
which it was recounted that the body of the son of 
Mrs. Josephine Kelly (a faithful member of the 
Baptist Mission in Richibucto, New Brunswick, 
Canada) had been spirited twenty miles from the 
mortuary to the home of an aunt. Immediately in- 
vestigated by three Protestant clergymen, one the 
pastor of the bereaved mother, the funeral director 
apologized by saying, “My first concern is my busi- 
ness. Seventy-five percent of it comes from the 
Roman Catholic population, and I must simply 
please everybody.” 

At the time of this conversation the local 
priest was in the undertaker’s home, and the 
mortician stated that he had just received a cash 
payment for release of the body. When asked for 
his receipt book he refused to produce it, admitting 
that he did not wish the Protestant clergymen to 
know who had paid the amount. 


When the mother reached the home of her 
sister, a group of some forty people were standing 
about. With the threat that she was standing on 
private property, Mrs. Kelly was refused the body 
of her son, and was not allowed even to see him 
(which she had not, since the tragic drowning of 
her husband and son). “And so, against the ex- 
pressed wish of the woman, her son and only child 
was separated from her husband in burial, buried 
without her presence in a distant cemetery, by a 
clergyman other than the one of her choice. It is 
difficult to believe that such things could happen 
in free Canada.” 

Such preoccupation with the physical remains 
of the individual (when it is the soul that is pre- 
cious in the sight of God), for the sake of monetary 
or statistical gain, or the usual attendant publicity, 
cannot be comprehended from the Christian view- 
point. 

These who have passed on are either, as the 
Apostle Paul said, “absent from the body, and 
present with the Lord,” or they are now separated 
eternally from God. Our attitude should be con- 
cern not over the dead body, but over those who 
are dead in trespasses and sins while they may be 
reached with the glad tidings of eternal life 
through Jesus Christ. 


The Dead Shall Arise! 





- AGO, in olden cities, Christian men 
greeted one another on Easter Morn with this glad 
call, “He is risen!” 

This is our greeting today to all our readers, 
as we commemorate the glorious resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. The resurrection is the 
only foundation for Christian joy and eternal 
assurance. 

“For there is hope of a tree, if it be cut down, 
that it will sprout again, and that the tender 
branch thereof will not cease. Though the root 
thereof wax old in the earth, and the stock thereof 
die in the ground; yet through the scent of water 
it will bud, and bring forth boughs like a plant.” 
(Job 14:7-9) 

There was that tender branch, cut down for 
us on Calvary’s hill, without whose blossoming 
there is no hope of redemption from the wages of 
sin, which is death. 


The imperative of Calvary 


The center of Christianity is the Cross of 
Calvary. The acceptance of our redemption pur- 
chased there is the sine qua non of our eternal 
salvation. 

Paul forceably stated: “We preach Christ 
crucified.” “For I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jesus Christ, and him cru- 
cified.” 

The love of God moved in power to Calvary 
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for its complete fulfillment. That love could not 
have become effective in the lives of redeemed 
mankind without the completion of the plan and 
purpose for which Christ came to this world. At 
the very moment of our first parents’ transgres- 
sion, Calvary was revealed. Calvary was the de- 
termining factor of God’s forgiveness. Calvary 
alone was the catalytic element to incline God’s 
heart for the redemption of men. 

At Calvary eternal life began; at the Resurrec- 
tion life was transformed, crowned and glorified. 
No one can understand the heights of the Resur- 
rection who has not experienced the depths of 
Calvary. Without having felt the agony of Calvary, 
no man can know the glory of the Resurrection. 

Like Paul we must be able to say, “I am cru- 
cified with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me; and the life which I now 
live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God who loved me, and gave himself for me.” 
(Galatians 2:20) 


The Power of His Resurrection 


If the center of Christianity is the Cross, the 
distinctive of Christianity is the Resurrection. It 
sets Christianity apart from all other religions. No 
wonder Paul said, “If there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen. And if Christ 
be not risen, then is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain.” (1 Cor. 15:13, 14) 

Jesus our Lord was delivered for our offences, 
and “raised again for our justification.” No one 
is aware of the full meaning of the resurrection 
who has not understood the price Christ paid at 
Calvary. Nevertheless, we must fix our eyes on the 
resurrected Christ, not the crucified Christ. He is 
no longer on the cross. The cross is but a symbol 
of the place where He was slain for our sins. The 
glory of Christianity must be symbolized by the 
empty cross and the empty tomb which point to 
the triumph of the resurrection. And Christians 
must live in the power of their Risen Lord.

A: A COST of hardship, pri- 
vation, suffering and death our 
founding fathers established this 
nation. Not only was this price 
paid to bring it to birth, but from 
time to time the cost has been 
the same to maintain its solidar- 
ity. The great civil strife of the 
1860’s almost rent the nation 
apart; but we emerged from this 
to be a greater and stronger peo- 
ple. We came through World 
War 1, World War II and the 
Korean War, still having paid a 
costly price to keep the spoilers 
from our shores. 

The stability of our national 
life has been due, first of all, to 
the goodness and mercy of AIl- 
mighty God, then to the vision 
and wisdom of our forefathers in 
framing a Constitution to pro- 
tect and guide us. The First 
Amendment has been the guar- 
antee of our God-given rights, 
and has kept us unafraid. It 
grants unto us the free exercise 
of our inherent faculties. 

America has long been the ren- 
dezvous of traitorous and sub- 
versive characters, becoming rich 
and pompous through sharing 
our freedom, and we still harbor 
them. However, she has held 
them at bay, and we still main- 
tain the traditions bequeathed to 
us. Free Americans have always 
respected, upheld and loved our 
way of life, and will continue to 
do so. 


Threat to American Way of Life 


This “way of life’”—freedom— 
is now being threatened by two 
totalitarian systems. They are 
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bed-fellows, apparently sleeping 
with their backs toward each 
other, when they sleep.

In referring to the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, the Church of Rome, 
Romanism, or Rome, we are con- 
sidering her in the light of poli- 
tics, for she has a pronounced 
political aspect that is one of her 
natures. She is triune—religious, 
political and militant. 

We have no disposition to con- 
demn the laity in general, for 
they are not even considered by 
the Pope and the hierarchy in 
formulating the plans'= and 
strategy of the Roman Catholic 
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Church. Their business is to 
render unquestioned obedience 
to the hierarchy. They know this 
is true. 

The responsibility for what- 
ever the Roman Church may do 
to bring America under the 
domination of the Pope—a for- 
eign dictator—rests solely upon 
the Pope and his American hier- 
archy. 

Without doubt there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of Catholic 
laymen—right-thinking, true- 
hearted Americans—who know 
absolutely nothing about the un- 
holy designs of the hierarchy. 
They have been taught that the 
Pope and his church are infallible 
and that they must place implicit 
confidence in them. Consequently, 
the idea of questioning the hier- 
archy’s integrity is foreign to 
them. If these same laymen 
would take the trouble to find 
out that the Roman Church’s 
testimony, through her Catholic 
Encyclopedia, is self-incriminat- 
ing relative to her Popes and the 
hierarchy, there would no doubt 
be a greater exodus from her 
than that of the children of Is- 
rael from Egypt. The Pope would 
then find out that a great many 
of his people, having a conscience 
of their own, would obey its dic- 
tates. 

We believe Roman Catholic 
laymen love the air of freedom 
which they enjoy under a demo- 
cratic form of government, and 
are not going to barter that free- 
dom for the full weight of the 
yoke of bondage. We are persuad- 
ed that when they go to the polls 
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in 1960, they are going to con- 
vince the world that they like 
America as it is. 

The surest and quickest way to 
thwart the purpose of Rome’s 
hierarchy, to make America a 
Catholic State, is in the voting 
booth at the forthcoming national 
election. 


To Make America Catholic 


The Roman Church operates 
politically to bolster herself re- 
ligiously. When her political 
maneuvering has not worked too 
well in some instances in the 
past, she operated militarily to 
bolster herself religiously and po- 
litically. The Pope’s understudies, 
cardinals, archbishops, bishops, 
etc., are well schooled and disci- 
plined in the art of political in- 
trigue. Added to this, the siren 
voices of Rome’s apologists of the 
type of Bishop Fulton Sheen 
have lured many unwary non- 
Catholics into her embrace, and 
lulled thousands into a deep 
sleep, rendering them oblivious 
of her nefarious designs. 

The Roman Catholic Church 
seems to feel now that she is 
strong enough politically and nu- 
merically (since our shores have 
been flooded for the past decade 
with Catholic emigrants from 
southern Europe) to take Ameri- 
ca into her own hands. She is 
also nursing the idea that Ameri- 
can intolerance of her political

We 
can well expect a concerted effort 
on the part of Rome to marshal 
all her forces at election time in

You may rest assured that no 
Catholic’s name will appear on 
either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic ballot for Congress or the 
Presidency in this election that 
does not have the unqualified en- 
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dorsement of the Pope and the 
American hierarchy. They are 
going to select men (possibly a 
few women) whom the Church 
of Rome can fully depend upon, 
and they very likely have them 
in the process of grooming right 
now. 


No Common Ground 


There is no person in existence 
who can render full allegiance 
simultaneously to two distinct 
governments as widely diverse in 
principles as the United States 
and the Vatican. There is no 
common ground on which the 
two can stand. 

The Catholic who takes the 
oath to uphold and protect the 
Constitution of the United States 
of America, and intends to stand 
by his oath and make it good, 
will of necessity renounce his al- 
legiance to the Pope of Rome. 
The highest authority in the uni- 
verse, Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, has said, ‘““No man can serve 
two masters...” (Matthew 
6:24) 

The Vatican State is a tem- 
poral state, just as other states 
or nations are, and the election 
of her officials is purely temporal 
and not religious. If her political 
or militant aspects are criticized 
or challenged, she can retreat 
under the wing of religion and 
cry: “Intolerant abuse!” There is 
not another system on earth so 
intolerant, arrogant and tyran- 
nical as Romanism, with the pos- 
sible exception of Communism. 
Communism, in a sense, is just 
as much a religion as Romanism 
for Communists worship Lenin 
and Stalin. 

When a Communist is caught 
or even suspected of subversive 
activities, he is hailed before the 
Committee on un-American Ac- 
tivities for questioning. If found 
guilty, he is punished. Political 
Romanism can go to any length 
with her maneuvering, even de- 
fying state laws, asserting her 
contempt for our Constitution, 
our free public school system and 
our principles of freedom. Poli- 
ticians, both state and federal, 
stop their ears and close their 
eyes to this situation. The title 
of Dr. Angelo Di Domenica’s 
brochure Washington under the 


Sway of Romanism is timely and 
well expressed. 


Authentic Statements 


To verify what we have stated 
concerning Rome’s intolerance, 
presumption, arrogance, and 
tyranny, we will quote a few 
(out of many) authentic state- 
ments coming from the Popes 
and the hierarchy, which are the 
offspring of their minds and 
hearts. 

The following quotations are 
from an official Roman Catholic 
book, Brief and Simple Explana- 
tion of the Catholic Catechism, 
by R. P. Angel Maria de Arcos, 
S.J.: 


“Question: What are liberal 
principles? 

Answer: So called national 
sovercignty, freedom of religious 
cults, freedom of the press, free- 
dom of instruction, universal 
morality, and other such. 

Question: What does the Cath- 
olic Church teach about these? 

Answer: That they are most 
disastrous and anti-Christian. 

Question: What more? 

Answer: That they can never 
be accepted as good... 

Question: Then a _ Catholic 
must be anti-liberal? 

Answer: Without a doubt; ex- 
actly as he must be anti-Protes- 
tant, or anti-Freemason, in short, 
against all contraries to Christ 
and his Church. 

Question: What of . . . Social- 
ism, Modern Democracy ... ? 

Answer: They are contrary to 
Catholic faith, to justice, and to 
all virtue, and as such condemned 
by the church.” 

“No man is free to embrace 
and profess that religion which 
he believes to be true, guided by 
the light of reason. The eternal 
salvation of any out of the true 
Church, is not to be hoped for. 

“The Church has the power to 
define dogmatically the religion 
of the Catholic Church to be the 
only true religion. 

“The Church has the power of 
employing force and of exercis- 
ing direct and indirect temporal 
power.” (Pope Pius IX, Syllabus 
of Errors)

right and duty to kill heretics

THE RESURRECTION 


by T. Marshall Morsey, D.D. 


qn RESURRECTION of Jesus 
Christ is half of the Gospel. 
“Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye 
stand; by which also ye are 
saved, for I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also re- 
ceived, how that Christ died for 
our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; and that He was buried, 
and that He rose again the third 
day according to the scriptures.” 
(1 Cor. 15:1-4.) 

“Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raised again 
for our justification.” (Rom. 4: 
25.) 


The Living Christ 


“For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again.” (1 Thess. 
4:14.) 

The failure to understand the 
resurrection is often the cause 
of sad failure in the life of new 
converts and is a source of dead- 
ness and weakness in many 
Christian lives. It is not enough 
to accept the atoning death of 
Christ on the cross, you must re- 
ceive the living Christ into your 
heart. “But as many as received 
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Him, to them gave He power to 
become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on His name.” 
(John 1:12.) The Lord Jesus died 
on the cross to pay the penalty 
for your sin, death: “the wages 
of sin is death.” He arose from 
the dead to dwell in our hearts 
by faith and to make intercession 
for us. Many do not realize that 
our lives are continuously under 
the observation, supervision and 
care of our living, loving Lord. 
The knowledge that Jesus Christ 


_was alive from the dead, trans- 


formed the apostles from a 
scared and scattered band, to 
courageous and victorious mes- 
sengers of the living Christ. Pray 
as you read these pages that the 
Holy Spirit may make Him real 
and living to you. 

Such is the importance and 
significance of the Resurrection, 
that if I reject Jesus Christ I 
should never want to hear of the 
Resurrection, for if my mind 
grasped its significance, I should 
never again have a moment’s 
peace. I believe it is the realiza- 
tion of this fact which causes 
many men to reject the Resur- 
rection although founded on good 
evidence. 


How complete this evidence 
really is may be shown by an 
incident which occurred in Eng- 
land in the last century. Two 
eminent English lawyers, Gilbert 
West and Lord Lyttleton, were 
asked to prepare a work over- 
throwing the evidences of Chris- 
tianity. They consulted together 
and determined that there were 
two events which, if overthrown, 
would knock the foundation from 
under Christianity. These two 
events were the conversion of 
Paul and the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Lyttleton undertook 
to write a book proving the ac- 
count of Paul’s conversion was 
false. West undertook to write a 
book proving Jesus Christ did not 
arise from the dead. At the end 
of their work, they met to com- 
pare notes. Lyttleton said, “I have 
a confession to make, I found the 
evidence so strong, weighed from 
a legal standpoint, that I have 
written my book proving the con- 
version of Paul.” West replied, 
“IT am glad you have made this 
confession, for I too have a con- 
fession to make. I have found the 
evidence so strong for the Resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ that I 
have been forced to write my 
book proving its truth.” The 
books of these men are still in 
print and may be secured at a 
good public library. 


The Resurrection Convicts 


Let us investigate, for the 
deepening of our own convic- 
tions, some of the evidences for 
this great foundation truth of 
the Christian faith. Naturally in 
an ancient record, we are inter- 
ested in knowing what value 
there is in the documents we 
possess. Thomas Arnold of Rug- 
by says, “The Resurrection is 
one of the best attested facts of 
history.” George Park Fisher, 
formerly professor of ecclesias- 
tical history at Yale University, 
says, “We have better proofs of 
the integrity of the Gospels than 
any other ancient writings; if 
any one questions their integrity, 
he ought never to quote a line of 
Homer, Plato, Marcus Aurelius 
or in fact any other pagan sage. 
In truth, he should never refer 
to ancient history, for informa- 
tion concerning it came from 
documents for which we have

generally far less evidence than 
we have respecting the writings 
of the New Testament.” 

Do you realize that we have 
actually less evidence for the as- 
sassination of Julius Caesar than 
we have for the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ? Most men, how- 
ever, will accept unquestioningly 
the fact of the assassination of 
Julius Caesar, but reject the fact 
of the Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. Why do men accept the 
one and reject the other? Not on 
the grounds of scholarship, but 
on moral grounds! The assassi- 
nation of Julius Caesar means 
nothing to their moral and spir- 
itual life, while the Resurrection 
of Jesus Christ faces every man 
with the fact of his own sin and 
sure coming of judgment. 

There is evidence gathered 
around the account itself that 
bears out its truthfulness. Have 
you noticed what those men who 
wrote the Gospels were record- 
ing? Their crucified leader, pro- 
nounced dead by official Roman 
executioners, had come forth out 
of a sealed, closely guarded tomb, 
had passed through his grave 
clothes without their being un- 
wound, He had arisen in the 
body from the dead nevermore 
to die. 


True in its Simplicity 


Whether this were true or not, 
the writers of the Gospels be- 
lieved it to be true, and yet they 
recorded this stupendous fact 
with but a few short verses. 
Think what reporters would do 
with such an event today. There 
would be at least one large vol- 
ume for each writer. The imagi- 
native and philosophizing orien- 
tal writer would have been even 
more prolific in his account, but 
these gospel writers prove that 
they were recording a fact by the 
very simplicity of their accounts. 
There are no embellishments, nor 
straining for effect; there is no 
philosophizing as to the possible 
effect of so stupendous an event. 
The most startling and signifi- 
cant fact of history is told with 
the straightforward simplicity 
one would use in telling of a 
friend’s visit. This is true not of 
one account, but marks each of 
the four. Explain that, will you? 
Parallel it if you can. 
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Dr. T. Marshall Morsey 


In giving the account these 
men make casual references to 
certain details with no apparent 
reason for making them, which 
details are still a puzzle to Bible 
students. Mary in the garden sees 
a man and thinks he is the gar- 
dener. Imagine a man putting in 
such a detail if he were writing 
to glorify his leader. You would 
scarcely expect a man who had 
just been eternally and bodily 
raised from the dead, to look like 
the gardener. Imagine what any 
other oriental writer would do 
with such a meeting between his 
resurrected leader and one of 
his disciples. Think what later 
artists have done with that scene. 
No such display will you find in 
the Gospel accounts. 

When Mary speaks to Him as 
the gardener, Jesus says, 
“Mary.” Recognizing His voice 
Mary rushes to Him only to be 
held off with these words, ‘“Touch 
me not for I have not yet ascend- 
ed to my Father.” A little later 
our Lord invites others to touch 
Him. Why? I confess I do not 
know. No one knows. Such things 


bear the evidence of a faithful 
reporter telling truthfully what 
he saw and heard, offering no 
explanations. 


Implicitly True 


There is an unanswerable proof 
for the Resurrection which you 
do not need to take from the 
Bibie at all. You may find this in 
contemporary records. This proof 
lies in the fact that the apostles 
preached the Resurrection right 
in Jerusalem where Christ was 
crucified. If they had not good 
unanswerable evidence, why did 
they choose this doctrine? Why 
did not their enemies do the one 
thing necessary to end their tes- 
timony: produce the body of 
Christ? Pilate, the Roman Gov- 
ernor, sealed the tomb with the 
Roman Seal of the Emperor; why 
were the guards not all put to 
death for permitting it to be 
broken? Why were the disciples 
not put to death by Pilate? There 
is but one answer: the tomb was 
empty and not by natural causes. 


Suppose someone still persists 
in contending that the body was 
stolen, who would have stolen it? 
Either enemies or friends. To 
say His friends stole the body is 
ridiculous. Think who they were, 
a handful of Galilean fishermen, 
hated, strangers in Jerusalem, 
They were poor, frightened men 
in a hostile and strange city, 
afraid even to follow Christ to 
his crucifixion. Then remember 
the Roman guard and the Im- 
perial Seal of Caesar. To say they 
stole the body is folly. Moreover, 
do you think that a man would 
forge a lie and then die for that

lie of his own making? His 
friends did not take the body. It 
is certainly not likely that 
Christ’s enemies would have stol- 
en the body, for had they done 
so they could have silenced all 
preachers of the Gospel by sim- 
ply producing the body. The body 
was not stolen and the guarded, 
sealed tomb was empty. 


The Church’s Foundation 


The Christian Church is an- 
other monument of history which 
proves the Resurrection. There 
was no church before the Resur- 
rection, but immediately after 
the Resurrection you find a vigor- 
ous growing church, spreading 
within half a century over the 
known world, and that, in spite 
of a more terrible persecution 
than any people had ever en- 
dured. One powerful Roman Em- 
peror after another attempted in 
ten terrible waves of persecu- 
tion to sweep the Christian 
Church out of existence, but it 
only grew the more rapidly, so 
rapidly that within three hun- 


dred years the legions of Rome - 


.are fighting under the banner of 
the Cross. Only a living Christ 
could lead such a conquest. When 
Alexander died, his empire split 
into four parts; when Napoleon 
fell, his empire crashed about 
him; when Jesus Christ died, He 
arose from the dead and without 
a battle His kingdom captured a 
world empire. He is alive and 
still leads His followers. 

We must not overlook the fact 
also that these followers were, 
before the Resurrection, a very 
timid band. They fled and de- 
serted Christ at the first sign of 
trouble. Peter was afraid to tes- 
tify before a serving girl. When 
Jesus was called to the bedside 
of Lazarus, they begged Him not 
to go for fear of the Jews. After 
the crucifixion they were a scat- 
tered, thoroughly frightened 
band; then suddenly they are 
afraid of no one; priests, gover- 
nors nor emperors. They refuse 
to be silent. They preach in the 
very courts of the Temple. They 
testify in the face of death. Peter 
is crucified head downward, some 
are sawn asunder, some are 
burned, going boldly to death. 
Why the change? Their explana- 
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tion is that death has been abso- 
lutely conquered by their leader 
and has no longer any fears for 
them. They had actually seen 
their crucified Lord alive from 
the dead and had been with Him 
forty days; they had talked to 
Him, touched Him, eaten with 
Him, in His risen life, and knew 
that death need no longer be 
feared. 


Witnesses to the Truth 


Let us examine these witnesses 
to His Resurrection. Renan says 
that the Resurrection is founded 
on “the tale of an hysterical wo- 
man,” but this is not true. You 
have the testimony of hard- 
headed Peter, “show me” Thom- 
as, ten in a locked room, ten in 
the mountains, five hundred in one 
place, seven by the sea in Galilee, 
and always He appeared when 
not expected. 

There are three requisites up- 
on which the reliability of a wit- 
ness is judged, sincerity, compe- 
tence, and motives. As to the 
sincerity of these men we can 
have little doubt. They died for 
their faith. When a friend gives 
his life for you, you can no longer 
doubt his sincerity. Whatever 
else you may say, what they en- 
dured for their faith will cause 
you to admit their sincerity. Con- 
cerning their competence, some 
say they were only ignorant fish- 
ermen and hysterical women, but 
remember this is not a learned 
or philosophical question, but a 
simple question of identity. Even 
a child’s testimony will be taken 
in court for this. Some had been 
closely associated with Christ for 
three years, some were His rela- 
tives, one was His own mother. 
Do you think for a moment that 
she was not competent to identi- 
fy her own son? If my mother 
were outside a room where I was 
speaking, she would not even 
need to open the door to be will- 
ing to swear I was in the room. 
Finally as to their motives, what 
motives did these men have in 
preaching the resurrection? They 
did not sell their services; they 
received no salary; they suffered 
the loss of everything, money, 
relatives, country and even life 
itself. There could be no ulterior 
motive behind this. 


What do these witnesses all 
say? Without a dissenting voice 
they declare that they saw Jesus 
Christ alive from the dead, in a 
flesh and bone body, which they 
could touch and with which He 
could speak, walk and eat. 

There is one other witness. He 
was a bitter enemy of Christ. He 
persecuted, imprisoned and aided 
in the stoning of any followers 
which he found: Saul of Tarsus. 
But one day as he made a jour- 
ney to Damascus to persecute 
the Christians there, the living 
Christ met him, and for the rest 
of his life, this scholarly Jew who 
had been fanatically orthodox, 
gave up country, family and re- 
ligion to follow and preach the 
Gospel of the Death and Resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ, suffering 
persecution, torture, and death 
for his efforts. 


He Lives! 


The Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ is a fact. Jesus Christ is 
now living. He has assured us 
that all who believe in Him and 
follow Him shall be raised in the 
body and live as He is now liv- 
ing. He has also plainly declared 
that eternal punishment shall fall 
upon al! who do not believe. Men 
crucified Him for preaching these 
things, but He arose from the 
dead to prove what He said is 
true. Where are you? In Christ 
possessing eternal life or out of 
Christ facing judgment? 

Although our loved ones have 
died, we shall see them again in 
the body, we shall enjoy their 
companionship again as of old, 
in the body. Our bcdies will be 
changed, but they will be, never- 
theless, real bodies. Our bodies 
may die, but He will resurrect 
them from the grave. We know 
that wherever Heaven may be 
one man in the body is living 
there. 

What a difference the Resur- 
rection makes. We have a living 
Lord watching over us and every 
moment keeping us under His 
care. Paul prayed that he might 
know the power of His Resur- 
rection. Do you know that power 
in your life? That power is for 
you in Jesus Christ who arose 
bodily from the dead never to 
die again.

More Light, a publication printed in Morris Plains,

Collateral Results 


Given a Catholic as President 
there might well be certain col- 
lateral results with which the 
President himself would have 
little to do. 

Protestant missionaries would 
instantly face difficult situations 
in lands where they struggle 
against the hierarchy’s oppres- 
sion. 

The vast assortment of religio- 
public occasions which Rome 
cleverly deploys to its own ad- 
vantage would be exploited to 
the full. 

There could be no public or na- 
tional celebration which did not 
share the spotlight with the Ro- 
man circus. 

When a cardinal would come 
to visit the President, the latter, 
according to church prescribed 
protocol for such _ occasions, 
would be required to fall abjectly 
to his knees before this dignitary 
and kiss his ring. 

The mayor of Chicago was 
photographed in such a posture 
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and Catholic Action sent the 
photo all around the world as an 
object lesson of civil subservience 
to Roman Catholic prelates in the 
United States. 


Statues and Statutes 


Given a Catholic President sta- 
tues of Roman Catholic saints 
and madonnas would suddenly 
appear in public places with 
officials everywhere readily con- 
niving as though this were ac- 
cepted practice. 

These signs of religious as- 
cendancy would delight many of 
Catholic faith; they would be 
shocking and repulsive to Prot- 
estants. 

The armed services, under the 
command of a Catholic President, 
would tend to take on the aspect 
of a Roman Catholic operation. 
Excesses of the patron saint pro- 
gram now banned by official or- 
der would be speedily revived. 

Cardinal Spellman who already 
calls himself “Vicar of the 
Armed Forces” might well be- 
come so in fact. 

The White House could become 
a Roman Catholic circus and the 
public forced to contemplate 
carefully organized processions 
of clerics in full regalia passing 
in and out, day after day. 


Press and Clergy 


All this, of course, to the tune 
of full-page photos in the press 
and copy, copy, copy ad nauseam. 

The reverential awe in which 
all news media are forced to hold 
members of the Roman Catholic 


clergy would be even 
than it is today. 

Protestant clergy would more 
than ever be the butt of con- 
temptuous treatment in films and 
literature. 

There would be dictation of 
Catholic clerics in medical prac- 
tice in public hospitals and Ro- 
man Catholic canon law would be 
set above American civil law. 

The President’s confessor 
would hold well-attended press 
conferences to celebrate the Pres- 
ident’s pious zeal in all Catholic 
causes. 

Buttressed with quasi official 
authority, local priests would 
move with new vigor into public 
school controversies and voice 
with greater boldness their hun- 
gry subsidy demands. 

Community Chest funds would 
fall still further under dictation 
of local priests. 

The campaign to pre-empt pub- 
lic hospitals for the Roman Cath- 
olic Church would be accelerated 
and local officials of all faiths 
would be disposed toward con- 
nivance in the program.

A Critically Important Task

for a clash over concepts which are basically theological. It will be 
still more unfortunate if the debate over these issues is motivated 
by sectarian bias or unscrupulous party politics. The discussion can 
only be profitable when principals give honest, objective consideration 
to established facts. To this task the Council is dedicated. It is hoped 
that out of these three days of community thinking there may spring a 
nation-wide awareness of the importance of these basic theological 
issues to the continued enjoyment of our cherished freedoms and a 
Christ-honoring determination to contend earnestly for obedience to 
God’s Law on which these freedoms are based.

God’s gift to the Indian Bolivian Mission in Benigno Zuniga, 
a converted Roman Catholic priest, whose fearless spirit and 
untiring zeal are winning many souls for Christ. 


— the converted priests 
associated with the Bolivian In- 
dian Mission, there is one who 
speaks Quechua as well as Span- 
ish and who loves his Quechua- 
speaking people. Benigno Zuniga 
is a man powerful in thought who 
amazed his professors and fellow 
students when he was in training 
with the Jesuits in Europe. “That 
dark ugly Bolivian outstrips us 
all,” they said. He is not much to 
look at, but already has a useful 
ministry among the Indians and 
country people. As he grows in 
grace and knowledge, he will 
surely have an even greater min- 
istry. 

Recently we had the privilege 
of accompanying him on a trip 
to the Tarabuco region. In Sucre, 
Mr. Ekdahl had arranged meet- 
ings for us. Sunday morning in 
Tarabuco we had open air meet- 
ings in the market place and in 
the Plaza where Benigno’s testi- 
mony drew large and attentive 
erowds. In the afternoon we 
drove out to the Indian com- 
munity of Molle Molle, expecting 
to be met with animals for the 
trip to Tranca. Since no one had 
arrived, we held meetings in 
Molle Molle, with the conversion 
of a relative of one of the elders 
there bolstering our spirit. 

Monday afternoon a brother 
came from Tranca with the ani- 
mals. Tuesday morning at 4:30 
we were preparing for the jour- 
ney. We stopped at a place called 
Jornada at the foot of the high 
mountains that must be crossed 
to get to Tranca. It is not advis- 
able to have night overtake one 
in these high, cold regions where 
there is neither firewood nor fod- 
der. 


Our host, Demetrio Choque, 
had been interested in the Gospel 
for some time through the wit- 
ness of the national pastor, Tim- 
oteo Paz, and others who had 
stayed at his place. After a meet- 
ing that evening, Demetrio and 
his wife Clementina professed 
faith in the Lord Jesus. 


In the Footsteps of Christ 


We continued ‘our journey at 
the break of dawn, traveling up 
and down steep, rocky trails 
through barren country. When 
evening fell, we were still ten 
miles from our destination. We 
spent the night at an abandoned 
house, but were forced to sleep 
outdoors as the floor was overrun 
with fleas. In spite of the cold, 
we slept well, arriving at Tranca 
the next morning. 

The brethren had built a chap- 
el since my last visit which has 
already proved too small. We con- 
ducted five meetings daily, be- 
ginning with a prayer meeting at 
6 a.m., or earlier. Attendance 
rose to about seventy. Although 
the ministry was mostly directed 
to believers, there were five con- 
versions. Benigno’s evident sin- 
cerity and love for the Lord won 
their hearts for Christ. 

After stopping on our return 
journey at Jornada to encourage 
Demetrios and his wife, we visit- 
ed another new convert who had 
been much in our prayers. Pedro 
Davalos had acquired a bad repu- 
tation. As head of the Agrarian 
Union, consisting of Indians lib- 
erated by the Agrarian Reform, 
he had been a leader in inciting 
the Indians to violence against 
their former landlords, until a 
year ago when he professed con- 


version. All who at that time con- 
sidered his conversion with scep- 
ticism and ridicule, now readily 
admit that there is a great change 
in Pedro Davalos. He still stands 
in need of prayers, as he is some- 
times tempted into drinking. He 
is teaching at a country schoo] at 
Jatun Mayu near Jornada. Re- 
ceiving us joyfully, he insisted 
that we speak to the school chil- 
dren, a group of forty who were 
most attentive and responsive. 

Leaving the school, we walked 
over to visit the former landlord 
of all that district and found him 
very friendly and receptive. Many 
of these men, who once owned 
great stretches of land and had 
much authority and power over 
the Indians on their estates, now 
find themselves reduced to a state 
of near poverty. Having witness- 
ed the utter destruction of their 
worldly possessions, they are now 
putting more faith in heavenly 
treasures. This former landown- 
er, Don Flavio, asked that Be- 
nigno visit him in Sucre and tell 
him more of the Gospel. 


Revival Meetings 


Returning to Tarabuco, we had 
a week of meetings in the Munic- 
ipal Theatre. Many influential 
men of the town attended. There 
were no open decisions, but Be- 
nigno left them with a great deal 
to think about. 

At the town jail, Timoteo Paz 
had been teaching the prisoners 
to read, instructing them in the 
Gospel and whetting their appe- 
tites for Benigno’s visit. They re- 
ceived us gladly and we were 
privileged to see six men, includ- 
ing the jailer, come to the knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Five other men, who derived their 
gain from wine and brandy, had 
withheld their decision for the 
Lord. But the power of the Holy 
Spirit is never to be underesti- 
mated. After spending hours 
with Benigno and Timoteo, they 
finally decided to trust the Lord 
to save them. 

We rejoiced, even as the angels 
in heaven, as we left the jail, a 
literal Bethel. 

The “incidental” fruits of this 
trip in the Tarabuco area may 
have far-reaching results. When 
the eleven converts are released 
from jail, they will be going back 
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to their homes in Guadalupe, a 
region where we have never had 
an opening before. Jatun Mayu is 
another place which had never 
displayed any interest in the Gos- 
pel. Now there are Pedro Davalos 
and Demetrio Choque. We rejoice 
in these converts, not only as in- 
dividuals, but also as the “first 
fruits of the Gospel” in their re- 
spective districts. We ask con- 
tinued prayer for them and like- 
wise for Timoteo Paz as he seeks 
to enter these newly opened doors 
for the Gospel. 


Quest for Souls 


After visiting the Tarabuco 
area, Benigno Zuniga went on to 
other districts that had never 
been visited by a converted priest. 
In spite of the fact that he is well 
versed in literature and philos- 
ophy as well as in Roman Catho- 
lic dogma, he is delighted to min- 
ister to humble, ignorant Indians 
as well as to the intellectuals. At 
a normal school, when Benigno 
asked, “Shall I speak in Quechua 
or in Spanish?” they shouted, 
“Quechua!” 

He is the only one among the 
converted priests who speaks 
Quechua and we consider him the 
gift of God to the Bolivian 
church. It is beautiful to see his 
loving fellowship with the most 
humble believers and his readi- 
ness to identify himself with 
them when they are persecuted. 

A great religious feast was in 
progress in Betanzos when we 
arrived. Benigno spoke in the 
open air to large crowds of In- 
dians who had come in from the 
country. They listened with 
marked attention and eagerly re- 
ceived tracts. 


Rumored as a 
“Converted Bishop” 


Later he learned that word had 
gotten out that a converted Ro- 
man Catholic bishop was speak- 
ing. A few days later he was in- 
vited to visit an isolated believer 
in the country. His fame had gone 
before him as the rumor had per- 
sisted that he was a converted 
bishop. 

Many who had heard him in 
the open air in Betanzos gathered 
to hear him again. A country 
school teacher brought all his 
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school children to hear him speak. 
Approximately twenty adults, in- 
cluding the school teacher, made 
profession of faith. Likewise, 
many of the pupils declared their 
belief in Christ. 

In one respect this meeting 
seemed providential, for the 
school teacher had received a 
scholarship and was preparing to 
enter a Catholic seminary to 
study for the priesthood. Thus at 
the decisive moment the Holy 
Spirit convinced him of the truth 
of the Gospel, leading him to a 
profession of faith in the Lord 
Jesus as his Saviour. Now he is 
planning to enroll in our Bible 
Institute. 

When in another place the 
school teacher offered the school 
auditorium for Benigno’s meet- 
ings, the local priest protested to 
the authorities in Potosi, the capi- 
tal of the province. But when that 
door was closed, Benigno was of- 
fered the use of the municipal 
auditorium. The opposition of the 
priest thus served Benigno well 
by awakening wider interest, 
with even the town mayor and 
sub-prefect attending his meet- 
ings. 

In Pacasu, where Dr. and Mrs. 
Percy Hamilton, Brethren mis- 
sionaries, lived for some years, 
the believers proposed to ring the 
Roman Catholic church bells to 
call the people together. When 
doubts arose as to possible objec- 
tions from the local priest, Ro- 
man Catholics settled the question 
by declaring, “The bells do not 
belong to the priest; they are our 
property.” Consequently the 
whole town was summoned to 
Benigno’s meetings by the ring- 
ing of Roman Catholic bells to 
hear the gospel from a converted 
priest. Four professed to accept 
the Lord. 


Successes in Potosi 


The response to Benigno’s mes- 
sage in Potosi was phenomenal. 
The meeting hall proved entirely 
inadequate as it was filled to ca- 
pacity, with large numbers being 
unable to get in. A larger hall 
was offered. When objections 
were voiced against the evangeli- 
cals holding their meeting in this 
place, the leaders of the domi- 
nating political party exerted 


their influence in Benigno’s favor. 
He was offered, free of charge, the 
largest auditorium in the city, 
with a seating capacity of be- 
tween six and seven hundred per- 
sons. It was filled every night. 

When the news spread that a 
converted Bolivian priest was 
holding meetings, some said, “It 
is impossible that a Roman Cath- 
olic priest should become an evan- 
gelical.”” Showing them Benigno’s 
photo as a priest in Roman Cath- 
olic cassock, our people countered, 
“Come and see for yourselves.” 
They came in constantly increas- 
ing numbers, among them doc- 
tors, lawyers, judges, university 
students, and fanatical women. 

Encouraged by this phenome- 
nal response and interest, Be- 
nigno told them that while they 
were politically free from Spain, 
they were still dominated by the 
pope and his emissaries and pre- 
vented from free thinking by the 
threat of excommunication. He 
assured them that Christ had 
come to set them free from the 
power of sin and from supersti- 
tious fear and practice. 

When a radio station granted 
Benigno a full half hour free of 
charge to give his testimony of 
what Christ had done for him, he 
boldly pointed out the errors of 
Rome and their accompanying 
bondage of soul and spirit. He as- 
tonished his listeners by confess- 
ing that in spite of all his study 
and learning, and notwithstand- 
ing the important post he had oc- 
cupied in the Roman Church, he 
was a soul needing forgiveness, 
cleansing and regeneration in the 
blood of Christ. 

The people of Potosi were 
greatly impressed and aroused to 
a lively realization of the falsity 
of Roman Catholic tenets. They 
urged Benigno to stay on and ad- 
dress the university students and 
an assembly of miners, but he 
had to decline as he had to con- 
tinue his journey in order to ful- 
fill other speaking engagements. 

Benigno’s ministry and mes- 
Sage proved as acceptable and 
fruitful among the educated class- 
es as it had been with lowly In- 
dians. In all, there were about 
one hundred adults who professed 
their faith in Christ. We give our 
Lord and Saviour all the praise 
and glory.

The Man Who Trimmed Nixon 


For A POOR BARBER to awake 
one morning and find his picture 
in newspapers and later in maga- 
zines all across Ecuador and 
even other countries in South 
America—this is either amazing 
fame or scandalous shame. In 
my case it was fame—all because 
the Vice-President of the United 
States, Mr. Richard Nixon, 
walked into my shop in Quito one 
day and sat down in the big chair 
for a clip and a chat. I was as- 
tonished, of course, but I recov- 
ered quickly enough to hear—and 
say—some things that I’ll be tell- 
ing my grandchildren some day. 

In Ecuador, where haircuts 
ranged from six cents to sixty, 
mine were priced in the lower 
range. There was a time when I 
was known as the finest hair 
trimmer in all of Quito. Not only 
had clientele from the highest 
government offices patronized me, 
but many business executives and 
members of the Roman clergy. 

But that is not why Mr. Nixon 
stopped by my shop on May 19, 
1958, for it had been many years 
since I had held such prestige. 


The Descent 


My decline had been a gradual 
one from the pinnacle of popu- 
larity down the slippery slopes 
of alcoholism into the swamp of 
befuddlement. 
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I got fewer and fewer custom- 
ers. My prices dropped. Soon we 
were facing near-poverty—all be- 
cause of liquor. 

Despite the fact that liquor 
was ruining me—as well as my 
family’s happiness—I craved it 
more and more. 

During all this time, however, 
I was not irreligious. I worshiped 
regularly in the Roman Church 
and defended my faith with a 
zealous passion. 


A Child Shall Lead 


One day Pepe, my oldest son, 
came home from school talking 
about Christ and the way the 
evangelicals believe. He had been 
witnessed to by a playmate, he 
said, and had himself confessed 
Christ as Saviour. 

I was furious. Wasn’t the re- 
ligion of our fathers good enough 
for him? What right had he even 
to think about that satanic fa- 
naticism? 

Pepe didn’t talk back, but 
something about him made me 
know that he was resolute. 

“Pepe is a good boy,” his 
mother said noncommittally. 

“Well, I want none of this ever 
mentioned in my house again!” 
I yelled. ‘And, Pepe, I forbid you 
to have anything to do with this 
strange religion!” 

Despite all my demands, how- 


ever, Pepe remained true to his 
new convictions. I turned against 
my family.

Only Believe 


In desperation I turned to the 
pastor of the church Pepe was 
attending. He led me to a knowl- 
edge of the Saviour that summer 
day, and I clung to God’s promise 
in Acts 16:31, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved.” How gratefully I 
rested in God’s arms of love! 

Into my life came a great 
change. Now that I was sober 
more customers began coming 
my way. I talked to them about 
the joy and peace that I had 
found, and most of them returned 
to hear more. 
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However, I could not altogether 
tear myself away from my old 
religion, though I was attending 
Pepe’s church, too. I loved to 
worship the image of the cruci- 
fied Christ. Then one day I was 
reading my New Testament and 
found that Paul condemned idol 
worship.

because it is by fire and sword 
that heresy can be extirpated. 
Mere excommunication is derided 
by heretics. If they are impris- 
oned or exiled they corrupt oth- 
ers. The only resource is to put 
them to death. Repentance can- 
not be allowed to save them, just 
as repentance is not allowed to 
save civil criminals; for the 
highest good of the Church is the 
unity of the faith, and this can- 
not be preserved unless heretics 
are put to death.” (Dr. Marianus 
de Luca, S.J.) 

It might be well to state here 
that a heretic is anyone who dis- 
agrees with the teachings of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and par- 
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ticularly those who have thrown 
off the Roman yoke. 

The writer has lived quite a 
number of years in this land of 
ours but has never heard any in- 
dividual (even a rabid anti- 
Catholic) say that the Catholic 
churches should be closed, their 
property confiscated, or their 
worship made to cease. It is their 
privilege to propagate their doc- 
trines and gain as many converts 
as they can. We do not intend to 
allow them to deny non-Catholics 
the same privilege. 


Crossroads of Destiny 


America today stands at the 
crossroads of destiny: on the one 
hand, Communism; on the other, 
Romanism. We have come on a 
straight course thus far. Are we 
going to stay on that course, or 
are we going to barter our demo- 
cratic principles for a totalitarian 
system, to be either enslaved or 
liquidated at the hands of des- 
potic tyrants?

There are a great many citi- 
zens who have ceased to exercise 
their right, privilege, and duty 
to vote because of political cor- 
ruption.

Freedom has been the estab- 
lished rule and custom of our 
land for over one hundred fifty 
years. Make an honest appraisal 
of America and those countries 
which have been dominated by 
Roman Catholicism for centuries 
and see what the estimate will be. 

Men of all persuasions have 
had the broadest latitude of ex- 
pression in worship, thought and 
word—either oral or written— 
under our “way of life.” Through 
all the vicissitudes of national 
and international crises, we have 
emerged to be today the greatest 
nation on the face of the earth.

we are far from what we should 
be in some respects, morally and 
spiritually in particular, and 
we can all (Catholic and non- 
Catholic) take blame for this 
condition.

Do you believe our free public 
school system is, and has been, a 
bulwark to our national life? 

Do you believe that nuns and 
priests of the Roman Catholic 
Church should be allowed to teach 
in public schools? 

Will you use your influence to 
stop the Roman Church from dip- 
ping her hands into public treas- 
uries to run her business? 

Do you believe it is every per- 
son’s God-given right to worship 
according to the dictates of his 
own conscience ? 


Write every candidate, wheth- 
er Democratic or Republican, 
and challenge them to commit 
themselves on these propositions. 
We know already where Catholic 
candidates stand. 


There is propaganda afloat to 
the effect that Rome is going to 
do all within her power (and 
that means something) to have 
both a Roman Catholic Democrat 
and a Roman Catholic Republican 
nominated for the Presidency in 
1960, endeavoring to force every 
voter to vote for a Catholic, if 
they vote at all. 


Should it become necessary to 
inaugurate a third political par- 
ty, to enable liberty-loving, red- 
blooded, patriotic citizens to vote 
their convictions, would you join 
their ranks?

The American Cancer Society re- 
cently finished a survey of the smoking 
habits of 21,980 high school students.

Of interest to us is the fact that more 
smokers were found in the parochial 
than the public schools. The report 
offered no explanation of this particu- 
lar pattern. 

However, it is well known that many 
Protestants regard smoking as sinful 
and will insist upon this, even though 
public statements of federations of 
Protestant churches will take a much 
less serious view of divorce, birth con- 
trol and certain sins against persona! 
purity and decency. 

Catholics regard smoking and drink- 
ing as sinful only by reason of circum- 
stances, such as health, family welfare, 
etc. Yet we are not proud to learn that 
our young people indulge in this prac- 
tice even though it is not strictly sinful. 

There is still something to be said 
for good personal habits, especially 
those which give proof of solid home 
training and discipline. Smoking is one 
of these.

Mexican “Religious Rites” 


Mexico City — (AP) — Uncounted 
thousands of devout Catholics observed 
Mexico’s major religious festival Satur- 
day by paying homage to the Virgin of 
Guadalupe—the Brown Virgin. 

They converged on the centuries-old 
Basilica of Guadalupe and from mid- 
night Friday to a late hour Saturday 
jammed the aisles of the church, packed 
the large plaza fronting it, and brought 
traffic to a standstill in the boulevards 
and streets nearby. 

Pilgrims from throughout Mexico, 
from Latin American nations, from the 
United States and Canada came to ob- 
serve the 428th anniversary of the ap- 
parition of the virgin in Mexico. 

An estimated 1,200 persons were in- 
jured in the crush and confusion. Three 
hundred children were reported lost, 
but police said later most had been 
found. 

Police arrested 30, many for picking 
pockets. Others were picked up for 
drunkenness in the area, and “molest- 
ing women.” 

A small army of doctors, nurses and 
aides of the Red, Green and White 
Crosses treated the 1,200 injured or 
exhausted. Only 20 were seriously hurt. 

Despite the capital’s ban on fire- 
works, they were used throughout the 
day. The first were fired at midnight 
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Friday to touch off the religious festival. 

Juvenile delinquents went on a ram- 
page during the night, but extra police 
assigned to the area of the basilica 
acted promptly, arresting many. 

Sunny, warm weather greeted the 
pilgrims, and many walked or crawled 
miles up the long esplanade to the 
basilica. 

The first mass was observed shortly 
after midnight, and others were held 
throughout the day. 

The archbishop of Mexico, Msgr. 
Miguel Dario Miranda, presided over 
the 1 AM mass and called on Mexicans 
to work harder, assume more respon- 
sibilities, and realize that religion is 
“no simple instrument of spiritual satis- 
faction” but also something to give 
impetus to progress. 

The Apostolic delegate, Luigi Rai- 
mondi, delivered the significant Bene- 
diction of the Roses. 

The pilgrims included the poor and 
humble, many walking from their 
towns and villages to the capital for 
this once-in-a-lifetime occasion; the 
rich and famous, the healthy and sick. 

An almost unbelievable conglomera- 
tion of gifts piled up in the church— 
trinkets and jewels, food, drinks, can- 
dles, medals, even clothing. 


Pagan Rites 
at Christian Church 


Swashbuckling into Guatemala more 
than 400 years ago with soldiers, 
priests and instructions to Christianize 
the heathen, Conquistador Pedro de 
Alvarado took thoughtful note of the 
fact that much of the rites of the Ma- 
yas’ animistic religion resembled Ro- 
man Catholicism. The Mayas burned 
candles and incense, venerated relics, 
held processions. Alvarado’s _ priests 
seized on the common ground; they 
gave the local gods the names of saints, 
the Virgin and Christ, and pushed on 
to convert other pagans. 

The Indians accepted the new gods 
enthusiastically, but kept the old, and 
melded the two into a strange religion 
of their own. Villages had special local 
deities. Chichicastenango Indians lit 
candles in the church, then offered can- 





dles, liquor and even crossés on a three- 
foot-high stone figure of the pagan god 
Pascual-Abaj on a hill behind the 
church. Santiago Atitlan’s favorite was 
Maximon, a raffish deity with four hats 
and an uninhibited libido. 

The special idol of the village of 
Olintepeque was “San Pascual,” Lord 
of Crops and Protector of Flocks. To 
Catholics, San Pascual is a Spanish- 
born 16th century saint, but the In- 
dians embody him in an image and a 
bundle of bones kept in Olintepeque. 
One day last week in the main plaza of 
that village, the 1,500 inhabitants gath- 
ered apprehensively. The influx of 
foreign Catholic priests that started in 
1954 (following repeal of a 19th cen- 
tury ban) was finally bringing Olinte- 
peque its own parish priest. Luis Man- 
resa Formosa, Bishop of nearby Que- 
zaltenango and a no-nonsense defender 
of the faith, was coming with the de- 
partmental Governor to install James 
Flaherty of New York’s Maryknoll or- 
der, as the fulltime village priest. 

The villagers stirred in the square, 
worried about their idol; soon the 
shouts arose: “Down with the cate- 
chists! Long Live King San Pascual.” 
Maryknoller Flaherty, who had been a 
missionary at nearby Sija, drove up, 
heard the shouts, nervously turned back. 
Minutes later Bishop Manresa and his 
party rolled in with six policemen, and 
the Governor told San Pascual’s dev- 
otees to make way for the clergy. 
Emboldened, the mayor said his town 
did not want Flaherty, the foreign 
priest; the angry Governor summoned 
soldiers, who cleared the plaza. Bishop 
Manresa elevated the Olintepeque 
church to parish status; then, as vil- 
lagers threw stones and police fired into 
the air, he retired, uninjured, leaving 
the field to worshipers of San Pascual. 

But it might well be San Pascual’s 
last victory. Buttressed by Spanish 
priests who insist on orthodox Catholi- 
cism, Guatemala’s hierarchy is finally 
determined to root out paganism and 
do away with the God of the Hills, the 
God of the Plains, and even that leer- 
ing old devil who posed as a saint, 
Maximon.

I; WE CAN BELIEVE Roman 
Catholic statistics, many thou- 
sands of Americans are abandon- 
ing their Protestant heritage to 
unite themselves with the Roman 
Church. We must ask, Why? 
Men’s hearts desire assurance 
and certainty which the Roman 
Church claims it can supply in 
abundance, but which in actuality 
Romanism cannot give at all. Let 
us examine a few of its founda- 
tion stones and witness their 
shakeable premises. 

The very first sacrament to be 
rendered for a child of the Ro- 
man Church is, by the admission 
of its theologians, of questionable 
value. Cardinal Bellarmine, a 
Jesuit theologian to whose writ- 
ings Pope Gregory XIV granted 
the distinction of a special appro- 
bation, says: ‘‘Nothing can be 
certain, by the certainty of faith, 
that he received a true sacra- 
ment, since a sacrament cannot 
be celebrated without the minis- 
ter’s intention; and no one can 
see the intention of another.” 
(Bellarmine, Disput. de Justzifi- 
catione, lib. iii, c. 8, sec. 5, tom. 
lv, p. 488. Prag. 1721, and Paris 
1608, tom. IV, col. 946 A) 

How can a Roman Catholic 
know that the priest who baptized 
him had such intention? Perhaps 
he had a severe headache and 
was thinking of that! But, still 
more serious, how does the priest 
know that he was himself conse- 
crated? The same Roman Cath- 
olic authority says: “If we con- 
sider in bishops their power of 
ordination and jurisdiction, we 
have no more than a moral cer- 
tainty that they are true bishops.” 
(Bellarmine, De Miulit. Eccles., 
lib. iii. ec.x. ad Secundum, s. 37, 
tom. ii. p. 82, Prag. 1721) 


So perhaps the bishop had no 
intention of consecrating the 
priest who baptized the convert, 
and not being certain of the 
priest, perhaps the convert is not 
yet baptized! How dreadful all 
this uncertainty! 

Nor does the Catholic know 
that his sins are forgiven him, 
because, although the priest says, 
“Ego te absolvo,” he may have 
no intention of removing his sins. 


Therefore those sins may not be 
forgiven at all! 


Human Fallibility 


In the mass the intention of a 
priest must be to consecrate the 
wafer into the Host. We have 
conversed with ex-priests who 
have assured us that priests fre- 
quently joke about the mass, and 
have no intentions of changing 
the bread and the wine. The 
wafer in such cases remains un- 
consecrated, and the worshiper in 
rendering real worship to it is 
committing idolatry. He is wor- 
shiping a bit of flour and water 
as his God! 

Beliarmine discussed such prob- 
lems in a similar vein with 
Bishop Ambrogio Caterion, of 
Minori, saying at the Council of 
Trent, when the decree regarding 
intentions was being discussed, 

“Supposing the necessity of 
mental intention—if a priest, 
charged with the care of four or 
five thousand souls, was an un- 
believer, but a hypocrite, who, 
whether in the baptism of chil- 
dren, or in the absolution of peni- 
tents, or in the consecration of 
the eucharist, had no intention of 
doing what the church does, we 
must say that all the children 
were damned, the penitents not 
absolved, and all those who have 
received the communion have re- 
ceived no advantage at all... 
Suppose, for example, a_ bad 
priest, who is a hypocrite, and 
who has no intention of adminis- 
tering true baptism to a child, 
and that afterwards this child 
should become bishop of a great 
city, and during a long succes- 
sion of years he has ordained a 
great number of priests, we must 
admit that this child is not bap- 
tised, will not have received ordi- 
nation, and consequently, all 
those whom he may have or- 
dained will have received nothing, 
and that thus there will be in 
this great city neither sacrament, 
nor penance, nor eucharist, since 
these cannot exist without ordi- 
nation, nor ordination without a 
true bishop, nor any bishop if he 
has not been previously baptised ; 
and thus, by the malice of a single 
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minister, a million sacraments 
will be rendered nugatory.” (Paul 
Sarpi, Histoire de Concil de 
Trent, Tom. 1, lib. ii. pp. 482, 
433) 


Ignorant of the Cross 


How about masses for the 
dead? Can one be certain these 
are of value? Of course intention 
plays its part here also, but apart 
from that, can the church assure 
one that these masses are of 
value in alleviating suffering in 
purgatory? 

“The Pope does not absolve the 
soul in purgatory from punish- 
ment due to his sin, but offers to 
God from the treasure of the 
church whatever may be neces- 
sary for the cancelling of this 
punishment.” (Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia, Vol. XII, page 579) No- 
tice, the Pope offers no surety 
regarding the escape of souls 
from purgatory; he simply offers 
church “treasures”—good deeds 
that some saint may have done. 
But, you ask, does God accept 
these satisfactions on behalf of 
the soul in purgatory? The an- 
swer is given in the same para- 
graph: “If the question be 
further asked whether such satis- 
faction is accepted by God... 
theologians are not in accord— 
some holding one opinion, others 
another.” 

A popular Catholic book pub- 
lished for missionary work

among Protestants, but authori- 
tative, says, “I would say that 
the Catholic Church claims no 
jurisdiction over souls in the 
other world, and professes abso- 
lute ignorance regarding God’s 
application of the merits of the 
Passion and death of His Son to 
the souls in purgatory—non- 
Catholics generally think that 
five hundred masses have five 
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hundred times the efficacy of one. 
This is not the case. The value of 
each mass is infinite, but we nev- 
er know with perfect certainty 
whether or not God has applied 
it to the individual for whom it 
has been offered.” (The Question 
Box, Father Conway, Old edition, 
Paulist Fathers Press, N. Y., 
page 325) 

Evidently some priests have a 
similar distorted idea regarding 
the value of masses. A news item 
before us states that one priest 
left money in his will to pay for 
500 masses to be said for his 
soul. Another left $1200 to have 
masses repeated for his soul’s 
repose. In 1804 Lady Holland of 
England was told that “‘ceaseless 
prayer for Philip’s soul [Philip 
II of Spain, the great persecutor 
of the Protestants in the Nether- 
lands] had been observed since 
his death two hundred years be- 
fore, the friars being relieved 
every six hours day and night.” 
(A Stranger in Spain, H. Y. Mor- 
ton, Methuen and Co. Ltd., Lon- 
don 1955, p. 5) There does not 
appear to be much certainty of 
the efficacy of the monks’ prayers 
in Spain! 


Uncertain Authenticity 


Let us take just one more evi- 
dence that there is absolutely no 
certainty in Roman Catholicism. 
Relics are highly valued by Cath- 
olics. We have seen them rever- 





enced to the point of worship in 
Rome itself. But when a sincere 
soul kneels before a relic of some 
saint, or even of Christ Himself, 
can he be certain that this bit of 
cloth or bone is genuine? Let the 
Catholic Encyclopedia give the 
Church’s answer: 

“Neither has the Church ever 
pronounced that any relic, not 
even that commonly venerated as 


the wood of the cross, is authen- 
tic.” (Vol. XII, page 735) “It 
remains true that many of the 
more ancient relics duly exhibited 
for veneration in the great sanc- 
tuaries of Christendom or even 
in Rome itself must now be pro- 
nounced to be either certainly 
spurious or open to grave sus- 
picion.” (Ibid., page 727) 

If non-Catholics ask whether 
it is not a scandal and a sin to 
permit this deception to continue 
through the centuries, the Roman 
Catholic justification is: “No dis- 
honor is done to God by the con- 
tinuance of an error which has 
been handed down in _ perfect 
good faith for many centuries.” 
([bid., page 738) “There is justi- 
fication for the practice of the 
Holy See in allowing the cult of 
certain doubtful ancient relics 
to continue.” (Loc. cit.) 

So Romanism makes no claim 
that any rite of the church has 
assured value. The Catholic may 
not be baptized efficaciously, as 
the validity of his baptism de- 
pends on the intentions of his 
priests, many of whom are of 
doubtful sincerity. For the same 
reason the penitent may not be 
absolved from his confessed sins. 
He may be an idolater because 
the wafer he worships may not 
be consecrated. The masses for 
his soul’s repose cannot be guar- 
anteed to be applied to his par- 
ticular soul, even though paid 
for. Just one long chain of un- 
certainties in Roman Catholicism! 


Blessed Assurance 


How different is the Gospel! 
We quote the following texts 
from the Roman Catholic version 
of Knox: “It is when we confess 
our sins that He forgives us our 
sins, ever true to His word, ever 
dealing right with us, and all our 
wrong doing is purged away.” 
(1 John 1:9) “Let us come for- 
ward with sincere hearts in full 
assurance of faith.” (Hebrews 
10 :22) 

We would therefore invite 
those misguided “converts” who 
have left the surety of the Gospel 
for the uncertainty of Rome to 
return. ‘‘Let us come boldly then, 
before the throne of grace, to 
meet with mercy, and win that 
grace which will help us in our 
needs.” (Hebrews 4:16)

The Abolition of 


Private Confession 


Up to the year 250 A.D. pri- 
vate and compulsory confession 
to a priest was unknown in the 
Christian Church. It was intro- 
duced about the year 250 A.D. by 
the bishops who appointed a spe- 
cial presbyter or elder in charge 
of repentance and confession. The 
reason was not a matter of being 
faithful to the words of Christ in 
John 20:23, “Whose soever sins 
ye remit, they are remitted unto 
them; and whose soever sins ye 
retain, they are retained,” but a 
matter of not wanting to give 
publicity to the confession of an 
individual, which seemed to be 
unavoidable with public confes- 
sion before the whole congrega- 
tion. 

This was a time when, as a 
result of the fierce persecution by 
the Roman Emperor Decius, 
many Christians lapsed into idol- 
atry, when some of them repent- 
ed and wanted to come back. 
Then because of the Church’s re- 
quirement for readmission, they 
gave their public confession of 
backsliding and repentance and 
were admitted once again into 
the Church. 

All of us know the inquisitive- 
ness of the human mind. It seems 
that one remaining Adamic char- 
acteristic even in the Christian is 
the desire to meddle in other 
people’s business. We can get the 
ears of others if we start telling 
them things pertaining to our 
most intimate lives, and it is in 
the intimacies of life that sin 
creeps in many times. It is ap- 
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parent that the natural develop- 
ment of public confession in the 
early church became very irk- 
some and would have made many 
faces blush with shame. This irk- 
someness of public confession by 
the returning backsliders caused 
the bishops to appoint a special 
elder for hearing their confes- 
sions. 

Sozomen, the church historian 
of that age, says: ‘“‘As in suppli- 
cating for pardon, it is requisite 
to confess the sin, it seems prob- 
able that the priests, from the 
beginning, considered it irksome 
to make this confession in public, 
before the whole assembly of the 
people. They therefore appointed 
a presbyter, of the utmost sanc- 
tity, and the most undoubted pru- 
dence, to act on those occasions; 
the penitents went to him, and 
confessed their transgressions; 
and it was his office to indicate 
the kind of penance adapted to 
each sin, and then when satisfac- 
tion had been made, to pronounce 
absolution.” (The Writings of the 
Nicene and Post-Nicene Fathers, 
Series Two, Vol. II, P. 386, Eerd- 
mans, 1951) 

This practice of coming to the 
special elder on repentance and 
confession lasted for about 140 
years. It was introduced about 
250 A.D. and terminated about 
391 A.D., as the two church his- 
torians, Socrates Scholasticus and 
Sozomen, tell us. 


Testimony of Church Historians 


Let us see first of all what Soc- 
rates Scholasticus says about the 
abolition of this practice of con- 
fession to the special elder: “At 


this time (391 A.D.) it was 
deemed requisite to abolish the 
office of those presbyters (or eld- 
ers) in the churches who had 
charge of the penitences. When 
the Novatians separated them- 
selves from the Church because 
they would not communicate with 
those who had lapsed during the 
persecution under Decius, the 
bishops added to the ecclesiastical 
canon a presbyter of penitence in 
order that those who had sinned 
after baptism might confess their 
sins in the presence of the pres- 
byter thus appointed ... the 
churches, after retaining the 
function for a considerable peri- 
od, abrogated it in the time of 
Nectarius, in consequence of an 
event which occurred in the Con- 
stantinopolitan church.” (Book 
V, Ch. XIX, Eerdmans, p. 128) 

This event is of such immoral 
character, involving a woman of 
nobility and a deacon of the 
church, that we prefer not to 
quote it. And then Socrates, the 
church historian, continues in the 
same chapter: “When this was 
proved, the deacon was ejected 
from the church: but the people 
were very indignant, being not 
only offended at what had taken 
place, but also because the deed 
had brought scandal and degra- 
dation upon the Church. When in 
consequence of this, ecclesiastics 
were subjected to taunting and 
reproach, Eudaemon a presbyter 
(or elder) of the church, by birth 
an Alexandrian, persuaded Nec- 
tarius the bishop to abolish the 
office of penitentiary presbyter, 
and to leave every one to his own 
conscience with regard to the

participation of the sacred mys- 
teries [Here undoubtedly refer- 
ence is made to the sacrament of 
Holy Communion from which 
these backsliders were barred.], 
for thus only, in his judgment, 
could the church be preserved 
from obloquy.” 


Confession Was Optional 


If the confession to the peni- 
tentiary elder was considered by 
the early church as essential to 
forgiveness of sin, it would have 
never been abrogated. Therefore 
the penitentiary priest had no 
power to forgive the sins of those 
who came to him, because when 
Bishop Nectarius put an end to 
this practice, it would have meant 
that there would be no forgive- 
ness of sin for anyone and all 
would go to hell. How absurd! 

The historian Sozomen fully 
agrees with Socrates Scholasti- 
cus, another church historian, 
when he says: “In the church at 
Constantinople, a presbyter was 
always appointed to preside over 
the penitents.” And this was done 
until that immoral incident oc- 
curred. And then he goes on: 
“Great displeasure was manifest- 
ed by the people when this occur- 
rence was made known to them, 
on account of the discredit that 
would result to the church; and 
the priests in particular, were 
thereby greatly scandalized. Nec- 
tarius, after much hesitation as 
to what means ought to be adopt- 
ed, deposed the deacon; and, at 
the advice of certain persons, 
who urged the necessity of leav- 
ing each individual to examine 
himself before participating in 
the sacred mysteries [Holy Com- 
munion], he abolished the office 
of the presbyter presiding over 
penance, [Italics ours.] From 
that period, therefore, the per- 
formance of penance fell into 
disuse.” (Book VII, Ch. XVI, 
The Writings of the Nicene and 
Post-Nicene Fathers, Series Two, 
Vol. II, p. 387, Eerdmans, 1951) 


Unavoidable Conclusions 


Any intelligent person examin- 
ing the data of Scripture and 
then of history of the early 
church will come to the following 
conclusions: 

1. Private and compulsory sac- 
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ramental confession was not 
known within apostolic times or 
the first five centuries of the 
Christian Church. 

2. The introduction of the 
penitentiary presbyter or elder 
was for the specific purpose of 
hearing the backsliders return- 
ing to the Christian Church. 

3. The confession to the peni- 
tentiary elder had no sacramental 
value, i.e., the forgiveness of God 
did not depend upon it. Other- 
wise, when it was abrogated 140 
years after its establishment, 
with it also would have gone for- 
ever the forgiveness of God. 

4. The confession to the peni- 
tentiary elder was never estab- 
lished in order to be true to the 
words of Christ in John 20:23, 
“Whose soever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them; and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained”; for if it were, af- 
ter its abolition there would be 
no forgiveness. Therefore this 
confession mentioned in James 
5:16 was merely the sharing of 
the burden and guilt of sin with 
fellow believers in the expecta- 
tion of comfort from them and 
the assurance that God indeed 
does forgive the penitent and re- 
turning sinner. 

There is mercy for all in the 
heart of God, if we will simply 
come to Him who so compassion- 
ately says to everyone, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I wil! give 
you rest.” (Matt. 11:28) Rest is 
given, not by the penitentiary 
presbyter or priest, but by God. 
Come to Him through Jesus 
Christ who is the only Mediator 
between man and God. “For 
there is one God, and one media- 
tor between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus.” (I Tim. 2:5) 
Come, then, to God the Father, 
through Jesus Christ the Son, 
and you will not be disappointed 
as you would be if you went to 
a fellow human being. 


Historical Review of Confession 


The Church fathers of the first 
five centuries did not believe in, 
nor did they practice private ob- 
ligatory sacramental confession 
as part of the so-called sacrament 
of penance. The introduction of 
the penitentiary presbyter or 


elder was for the purpose of re- 
ceiving back into the church the 
apostates, and he himself did not 
forgive sins. 


This practice of the peniten- 
tiary presbyter was abolished in 
the Eastern Greek Church, but 
it was continued in the Western 
Roman Church, according to his- 
torian Sozomen who says, “As 
the custom of doing penance 
never gained ground among the 
Novatians (those who would not 
accept the returning apostates 
who had yielded to idolatry under 
persecution), regulations of this 
nature were of course unneces- 
sary among them; but the custom 
prevailed among all other here- 
tics, and prevails even to the 
present day. It is observed with 
great rigor by the Western 
churches, particularly at Rome, 
where there is a place appropri- 
ated for the reception of peni- 
tents, in which spot they stand and 
mourn until the completion of the 
services, for it is not lawful for 
them to take part in the mys- 
teries.” We see that although the 
penitentiary elder was done away 
with in the Eastern Church 
around 391 A.D., he was retained 
in the Western Church. 

The churches which still prac- 
tice the sacrament of confession 
by a priest make reference to a 
canon adopted by the Laodicean 
Council of 360 A.D. in support 
of this practice. 

Here is what this canon says: 
“They who have sinned in divers 
particulars, if they have perse- 
vered in the prayer of confession 
and penance, and are wholly con- 
verted from their faults, shall be 
received again to communion, 
through the mercy and goodness 
of God, after a time of penance 
appointed to them, in proportion 
to the nature of their offense.” 
(The Writings of the Nicene and 
Post-Nicene Fathers, Series Two, 
Vol. XIV, p. 125, Eerdmans, 
1951) 

This surely does not refer to 
confession before a priest, for 
how could a penitent persevere 
in the prayer of confession and 
penance before a priest? The 
time that the priest spent with a 
penitent was short during the 
time of the practice of the peni-

Bingo Defenders 


Police orders closed down the bingo 
games in two Roman Catholic parish 
halls. Immediately the powerful Demo- 
cratic organization of Philadelphia an- 
nounced it will press for state legisla- 
tion to legalize such games. 

United States Congressman William 
J. Green, Jr., Democratic city chair- 
man, made an announcement that drew 
fire from the Council of Churches, 
which called attention to a resolution 
it adopted last April declaring that 
“legalized gambling in any form fosters 
the irresponsible concept of getting 
wealth without labor and reward with- 
out merit, a philosophy that stands in 
direct contradiction to Christ’s steward- 
ship, and to . . . thrift, industry, and 
initiative.” 


Movies Promote Liquor Industry 


Many have felt that the numerous 
drinking scenes in movies and TV were 
deliberately planned by the liquor in- 
terests with the cooperation of the pro- 
ducers, to condition the public into 
accepting drinking as the natural thing 
to do. Now comes proof of the con- 
spiracy from the trade journals of the 
brewing industry itself. 

The covers of the Brewer’s Journal 
for June 1959 carried a picture of Bing 
Crosby as a Broadway parish priest 
fondly regarding a bottle of Benedic- 
tine wine. The picture is a scene from 
the movie Say One for Me, in which 
Benedictine plays a pivotal role. The 
caption under the picture adds that the 
“promotional tie-in was arranged by 
Julius Wile Sons & Company.” (Alco- 
hol Fax, published by the New Mexico 
Temperance League). 
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“Absolute Neutrality" 


Msgr. Jose Ma. Cuengo, Archbishop 
of Jaro, Philippines, declared that the 
stand of the Roman Catholic Church 
with regard to elections is one of “abso- 
lute neutrality.” However, he stated, 
“we naturally want the election of those 
senators who will respect the rights 
of the church to uphold the Catholic 
traditions.” He stated that the stand of 
the Catholic Church “does not take 
away our priests’ and Catholic leaders’ 
right of good citizenship and of moral 
leadership of guiding our people in 
voting .. .” 


Captive Schools 


About thirty Protestant parents pro- 
tested to the Ohio State Board of Edu- 
cation that their children are forced to 
attend what they consider to be a Ro- 
man Catholic parochial school. 

The parents obtained the board’s 
promise of an immediate investigation 
of St. Michael Public Elementary 
School at Kalida, in northwestern Ohio. 

“Our children are so upset,” said 
Mrs. William Monetta, mother of one 
of the thirty-two Protestant children 
attending the rural school. “They have 
to say those prayers and make the 
sign of the cross.” 

The parents also charged at the 
board’s monthly meeting: “Although 
the school received public funds, all 
the teachers except one are nuns. Ro- 
man Catholic textbooks are used. 
There’s no flag, no pledge of allegiance, 
and our children get only four and a 
half hours of teaching a day.” Every 
member of the school board is a Ro- 
man Catholic. 

Board member Wayne Shaffer, of 
Bryan, said that until this fall the 
Kalida school board had maintained a 
separate school for non-Catholics in 
the predominantly Catholic community. 
He said this year the board decided 
against the expense of two schools and 
ordered all students to attend St. 
Michael’s. 


No Bones About It 


A Yale University news release states 
that a German professor of archeology 
declares that the bones of St. Peter will 
never be found. Dr. Erich Dinkler also 
questions the belief that Peter was the 
man chosen by Christ to found a 
church. Dr. Dinkler strengthens his ar- 
guments against these two common 
Roman Catholic views from all four of 
the Gospel accounts. In telling of the 
three extensive periods of archeological 
research under the dome of St. Peter’s 
in Rome during the past two years, Dr. 
Dinkler asserted that it seems reliable 
that St. Peter died in Rome, although 
not absolutely certain. “Up to now,” 
he said, “no convincing archeological 
evidence has been found to support the 
view that the saint’s relics are buried 
under the dome of the church.” 


Insult to Head of State 


Professor Ernesto Rossi, one of 
Italy’s leading economists and a mem- 
ber of a group which believes in separ- 
ation of church and state and is the 
only anti-Communist, anti-Fascist poli- 
tical party, was arrested for objecting 
to a news photograph depicting the 
President of Italy on his knees before 
the Pope. 

In September Professor Rossi gave 
a speech in Florence commemorating 
the day on which Italian troops cap- 
tured Rome from the papal powers in 
1870, thereby unifying Italy. The 
speech was primarily a series of quo- 
tations from Garibaldi and Cavour, 
saying these men “would not recognize 
as their Italy a country where the head 
of state falls on his knees before the 
Pope—and lets himself be photo- 
graphed in that position.” The State 
Prosecutor in Florence contended that 
Rossi’s reference to Gronchi was an 
insult to the head of state, which is an 
offense which can lead to five years in 
jail. 

The Italian Ministry of Justice has 
decided that the college professor need 
not stand trial in this instance. 


Protestant Preaching Prevented 


It is reported that two American 
Protestants, the Rev. Vincent James 
Casale, of New York, and the Rev. 
William Fusco, of Easton, Pennsyl- 
vania, were stopped by police from 
preaching in public in Salerno, Italy. 

A member of the Bible Christian 
Union, Mr. Casale said he and Mr. 
Fusco were with the Rev. Mose Bai- 
dari, an Italian Protestant, when he 
started preaching in a Salerno square. 
When Mr. Casale took a picture of 
the arrest the police grabbed his cam- 
era and smashed it and later seized the 
film. 
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Teamsters’ Million-Dollar Gift 


Teamster president James R. Hoffa 
says the union’s pension fund has lent 
$1 million to the Catholic diocese of 
South Florida. 

The Miami Herald quoted him as 
saying the loan was negotiated by the 
diocese with the Teamsters’ $80 million 
Central States and Southwest Area Pen- 
sion Fund. 


Religion after School Only 


In Singapore, Prime Minister Lee 
Kuan Yew, speaking on the teaching 
of science, technical and vocational 
subjects, said the question whether the 
teaching of other subjects should be 
reduced was being studied. “We may 
cut down a little on the lesser essen- 
tials. One of the things under review 
is the use of school teaching time for 
the teaching of Scripture. We are a 
non-religious secular state. If we have 
to pay for education, then the education 
must conform to the Government’s 
overall policy... 

“The Minister for Education will 
shortly hold discussions with the Mis- 
sions so that religious instruction is 
given outside normal school hours and 
on a voluntary basis.” 

Mr. Lee said he wanted to make it 
clear that it was not the government’s 
intention to stop anyone from propa- 
gating religion. “But school time, for 
which the government is paying, should 
not be used for propagating religion 
when there is urgent need for the 
teaching of useful subjects like science.” 


Prefer Secular University 


The Students’ Union of the State Law 
School, Goiana, Brazil, bitterly opposed 
establishment of a Roman Catholic 
university in that city, and favored a 
federal university instead. When a 
presidential decree ordered the estab- 
lishment of a Catholic university, the 
students’ group accused Archbishop 
Fernando Gomez dos Santos of Goiana 
of influencing the government’s final 
decision. Students threatened to hold 
symbolic burial services for the arch- 
bishop in the Plaza in front of his own 
cathedral. 


Religious Issue in France 


What happens when an avowed Ro- 
man Catholic becomes the head of a 
government is illustrated in the current 
agitation in France. When General de 
Gaulle came into power a move was 
immediately made to eliminate the con- 
stitutional separation of clerical schools 
from the national budget. Pressure up- 
on the regime was tremendous. 

The controversy goes back to the 
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historical struggle which culminated in 
1903 in the removal of clerical schools 
and clerical domination in the field of 
public education. Since then, private 
religious schools have had to be self- 
supporting. 

Now a great controversy has grown 
which threatens again to divide the 
people between anti-clericals and pro- 
clericals. 

The Roman Catholic church insists 
on more money for the schools and no 
internal supervision of them. Violent 
clashes are certain to erupt as the final 
draft of the law is published. 

After one of the bitterest debates in 
years, the French National Assembly 
voted (427-71) an estimated $41,000,- 
000 yearly in state aid to private 
schools. 


Religious Immunity Again 


The New York State Commission 
Against Discrimination has declared it 
has no authority to investigate action 
of St. Peter’s Hospital in barring a 
physician because of his connection 
with the Planned Parenthood Associa- 
tion. 

Dr. Crawford J. Campbell, an Epis- 
copalian and a widely known ortho- 
pedic surgeon, was barred from the 
hospital conducted by the Sisters of 
Mercy of the Albany Diocese because 
he is a member of the advisory board 
of the Albany Planned Parenthood As- 
sociation. [March CHRISTIAN HERITAGE] 

Rev. Robert G. Withers, chairman 
of the clergymen’s advisory committee 
of the planned parenthood group, and 
pastor of the Emmanuel Baptist 
Church, made the request that the 
State Commission investigate the hos- 
pital’s action because the commission 
“has a responsibility whenever tensions 
arise within a community.” 

The Commission Chairman reported 
that the law under which the commis- 
sion operates “gives it no jurisdiction 
over any religious organization.” 


Lutherans Gain 


About one-third of all the Protestants 
in the world are Lutherans. The total 
number of Lutherans is estimated to 
be 71,135,068. A year ago the over-all 
figure was 70,753,389, showing a net 
gain of 381,679. These figures have 
been released by the Lutheran World 
Federation headquarters at Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

A total of 37,252,486 Lutherans are 
found in Germany alone, constituting 
more than one-half of the world total. 
Roughly eighty percent of all the fol- 
lowers of Martin Luther are found in 
Europe. There are approximately 8,- 
000,000 Lutherans in North America, 
including the Caribbean Islands. 


Half-Million-Dollar Shrine 


The Barnabite Fathers (a Roman 
Catholic order that came here from 
Italy eight years ago) are constructing 
a $500,000 outdoor shrine to Our Lady 
of Fatima. 

Located in the rolling farm lands of 
northern Niagara County, the shrine 
will be one of the largest of its kind 
in the United States. 


“Murderously Dripping 
with Tenant” i” 


In an article lambasting Dr. Oswald 
J. Smith’s pamphlet, The Roman Cath- 
olic Bible Has the Answer, the Sentinel, 
a Roman Catholic weekly newspaper, 
urged Catholics: “Act now! Burn, 
destroy all anti-Catholic literature that 
comes your way. The tract’s eleven 
pages are murderously dripping with 
anti-Catholic venom. They  sacrile- 
giously juggle Catholic Bible texts to 
ridicule and distort things most dear 
and sacred to Catholics ...! In view 
of Oswald J. Smith’s performance, will 
the Baptist Bible Church now discon- 
tinue the distribution of his misleading 
(not to say diabolical) tract ... ?” 


The Word of God Abideth 


At the world’s fair in Moscow, in 
the United States Book Exhibit, the 
Bibles disappeared almost as fast as 
the shelves were replenished, showing 
that the Russians, though supposed to 
be non-Christian, have still at heart 
much love for the Word. 


New Roman Catholic Approach 


A book just released in Bogota, Co- 
lombia, entitled Inquisicion, Tolerancia 
e Idea Ecumenica (Inquisition, Toler- 
ance and the Ecumenical Idea) is ad- 
vocating a new approach by the Roman 
Catholic Church in dealing with Prot- 
estants. The book, written by Ricardo 
Strube Haker, a Roman Catholic leader 
in Colombia, frankly admits that the 
church has used the Inquisition in 
times past to deal with “heretics.” 
When this system was defeated by 
progressive world opinion, the church 
was forced into the undesirable position 
of “tolerance.” The author concludes 
that the system of “repression of the 
heretics by force stands condemned,” 
and that “the system of public toler- 
ance is transitory and imperfect.” 

The new approach is set forth in 
strong language when the author says, 
“We must think about, understand, and 
practice as soon as possible a positive 
system which has been offered us by 
the present Pontiff in the ecumenical 
movement—the re-uniting of the divid- 
ed Christians on a basis of discussion 
of the truth and the practice of love.”

On December 9, ult. the New 
York Herald Tribune published 
an article of yours on “Religion 
Held Minor Factor In Election 
Of President,” alluding, of course, 
to the religious affiliation of Sena- 
tor John F. Kennedy. You well 
know that all Americans are 
aware of the fact that since we 
have no State Religion in this 
country, any citizen, religious or 
irreligious, can be elected Presi- 
dent of the United States, pro-

vided that the religion of the 
religious and the ideology of the 
irreligious do not conflict with 
our Constitution and the Ameri- 
can way of civic and national life. 


In your article you endeavored 
to promote the political aspira- 
tions of the Massachusetts sena- 
tor, basing your efforts upon an 
heroic act of Mr. Kennedy when 
he tried to save the life of thir- 
teen American boys when the 
Japanese destroyer split the 
American TB boat in half, thus 
risking his own life to save them. 
Such heroism of the young naval 
officer deserves the praise and 
admiration of us all. 


A similar method, though dif- 
ferent in character, was cleverly 
used by Governor Alfred E. 
Smith in 1927, when he asked the 
assistance of Father Francis P. 
Duffy for answering some perti- 
nent questions which Mr. Charles 
C. Marshall had asked him 
through an open letter published 
in the Atlantic Monthly. Father 
Duffy had been a chaplain in the 
first world conflict. The Christian 
Century of April 27, 1929, said 
that “the distinguished war rec- 
ord of Father Duffy was cited as 
a guarantee of his sound Ameri- 
canism.” 

But the “war record” of Father 
Duffy in the first world war, and 
the heroic work of Mr. Kennedy 
in the second world war, have 
absolutely nothing to do with the 
main issue which is before the 
American people relative to the 
possible election of a Roman 
Catholic President. You know 
that the question which concerns 
the Protestants and other Ameri- 
cans who uphold the American 
Constitution is not centered in 
the question of any religious or 
irreligious belief of a candidate 
for the presidency of our coun- 
try, but upon the kind of religion 
or atheistic ideology which has 
shaped the life, heart and soul of 
the candidate. 


A devout Roman Catholic be- 
lieves and practices the religious 
functions of his church and holds 
fast to the dogmas, encyclicals 
and dicta of the Pope. As the 
Pope pretends to be the infallible 
vicegerent of Christ on earth he 
holds that he is the sole arbiter 
on the moral, civic, religious, and 
political affairs of the world. A 
Roman Catholic is bound to be- 
lieve that all the doctrines, church 
ceremonies, dogmas, and encycli- 
cals uttered by the Pope when he 
speaks ex-cathedra are framed 
in heaven and not in Rome. The 
Pope is simply the spokesman for 
God, hence he is above princes, 
kings, emperors, and presidents. 

Do I need to mention to you, 
Mr. Lawrence, what the Roman 
Church is seeking in America? Is 
it not her insatiable hunger and 
thirst for political power and 
wealth in this country that has 
aroused the indignation of mil- 
lions of people and forced them 
to organize groups of citizens 
throughout the country for the 
separation of Church and State? 
Who does not know what is go- 
ing on where Catholics are in 
power in the Land of the Free? 
Is not the Roman Catholic Church 
trying with all her might to 
change the Constitution of our 
country and substitute it with 
the canonical law? 

This is what Father O’Brien 
pointed out emphatically to the 
writer in two letters he sent to 
him. These two letters and com- 
ments were reproduced photo- 
graphically in a copyright sixteen- 
page brochure which has had six 
editions. Mr. Lawrence, this is 
the crucial point which America 
is facing today and will continue 
to face as long as the Roman 
Catholic Church continues to 
seek political power and public 
money for her sectarian work 
under the mantle of religion.

Question on Purgatory 
Dear Sir: 


Open discussion on questions 
of doctrine between Protestants 
and Catholics are very instructive 
for both, and should be encour- 
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aged. I would like to make a few 
remarks concerning Purgatory, 
after reading the article in your 
November issue by Cornelius K. 
Rand. 

I think that there are two 
separate questions involved, the 
question of the actual existence 
of Purgatory, and the question 
of the use made of the doctrine 
by certain Catholics. 

Any discussion of the existence 
of Purgatory should be based on 
an agreement by all concerned on 
the nature of heaven and hell. I 
believe that Protestants and 
Catholics pretty well agree on 
this question. That is, heaven is 
a place of eternal happiness, and 
no one can go there with a sin 
on his soul. Hell is a place of 
eternal punishment. No one leaves 
either place, once there. 


Now as to the existence of 
Purgatory. In chapter 12, verse 
32 of Matthew (King James ver- 
sion) we read: 

“And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him; but whoso- 
ever speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in this world, neither 
in the world to come.” 

How are sins to be forgiven in 
the world to come? In heaven? In 
hell? Not if we accept the eter- 
nity of each place. It seems to me 
that we must find a third place 
in the world to come where sins 
may be forgiven, whether we call 
it Purgatory or not. In Matthew 
5:25 and Luke 12:59, we read of 
a place from whence no one shall 
depart until the last mite is paid. 
Where is this place? No one is 
coming out of hell whether or not 
the last mite is paid. 

Now as to the way some Cath- 
olics, be they lay or cleric, use 
the doctrine of Purgatory, this 
is another question and one which 
has nothing to do with whether 
or not there is a Purgatory. Any 
honest Catholic will admit that 
the wording of some Catholic ad- 
vertising and discussion of Pur- 
gatory is deplorable. Catholics do 
deplorable things, just as do all 
humans. But, fortunately, the 
doctrine is not affected in spite of 
what some Catholics have done 
to mislead honest people of other 
faiths. 

I fee] that if your intention in 
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publishing CHRISTIAN HERITAGE 
is an honest one, you will print 
this letter in your Open Forum, 
and let your readers draw their 
own conclusions from the materi- 
al therein.

Catholic Bigotry 
in Action 


The following letter was sent 
by Mr. Jim Ryerson of Bob 
Jones University to Mr. Don 
Arnold of Radio Station WPAH, 
West Point, New York. We re- 
print it to reveal the pressure 
tactics employed by the Roman 
Church to control public media 
of communication in its cam- 
paign to make America Catholic. 
Note that B.J.U.’s program was 
labeled “‘too Christian’! 


Dear Mr. Arnold: 


We have just received notifica- 
tion from Mr. Charles Fricke 
that you wish to discontinue our 
program Miracles. We have noti- 
fied our recorders in West Des 
Moines, Iowa, to discontinue 
sending you the program immedi- 
ately. We are glad to send this 
program out. As you may know, 
Bob Jones University programs 
of this type are carried on some 
135 stations around the world at 
a great deal of trouble and ex- 
pense to us because we feel there 
is a need for something a little 
different in the way of religious 
programming. We feel that a 
hymn program providing both 
music and the dramatic story of 
a hymn and a dramatized pro- 
gram such as Miracles provides 
something in the way of radio 
programming that is not being 
furnished by other institutions. 

Mr. Fricke mentioned that 
your opposition to the program 
was that it was “too Christian 
... representing a narrow-minded 
segment of Protestantism ... 
tends to ruffle some feathers.” I 
am just a little surprised, Mr. 
Arnold, that you would have this 
criticism of the program, since 
it is completely non-sectarian in 
character and has never in its 
whole history mentioned the sub- 
ject of Protestantism. As you 
probably have noticed, it does not 
even contain any advertising for 


Bob Jones University, except the 
simple statement that it is pro- 
duced here. It consists simply of 
dramatized true stories of some 
remarkable answer to prayer, an 
interesting missionary story, or 
an incident of how Christianity 
has brought about a complete 
change in a person’s life and out- 
look. 

I really doubt that it would be 
possible to present anything in 
the way of religious program- 
ming that would not ruffle some 
feathers if it dealt with any 
moral or spiritual issues. J am 
doubly surprised that you are 
discontinuing the program for 
these reasons when I am in- 
formed by Mr. Fricke that it is 
being Yeplaced by the Ave Maria 
Hour, a strong Catholic program 
depicting the lives of different 
saints and produced by the friars 
of St. Christopher’s Inn. How 
much more sectarian can you get 
than this? 

I want you to understand, sir, 
that we do not feel you are do- 
ing us a disservice by discontinu- 
ing our program, since, as I ex- 
plained to you, it is a service that 
we provide which amounts to a 
great deal of trouble and expense 
on our part. However, if the in- 
formation we have received is 
correct, then it is only fair to 
say we feel that you are being 
extremely inconsistent and show- 
ing real discrimination in your 
selection of programs for the 
Armed Forces Radio Service. 

Please let us know if we can 
be of further service to AFRS 
and Station WPAH.

Law of Intolerance 


Dear Sir: 


Of all the Rome-made laws 
which govern Roman Catholics in 
America the one pertaining to so- 
called “mixed marriages” between 
a Protestant and a Catholic is the 
most unjust and intolerant. This 
arbitrary and unreasonable law 
of the Pope takes away the God-

tentiary presbyter. One can, how- 
ever, persevere in a prayer of 
confession and repentance before 
God, and that is what is meant 
in this second canon of the La- 
odicean Council. 

St. Chrysostom, one of the 
greatest Greek Fathers, who 
lived between 344-407 A.D., clear- 
ly speaks time and again in his 
orations of the freedom and the 
necessity of man’s confession to 
God and not to a priest. Here is 
a characteristic excerpt from one 
of the orations of this great man 
of God: ‘For it is a shame to sin 
and not to confess sins. But now 
it is not necessary to confess in 
the presence of witnesses (and 
undoubtedly he means priests 
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here). With the thoughts of con- 
science let the examination of 
sins be made. Let the court be 
without any witness. Let God 
only see you confessing. God who 
does not make fun of sins, but 
who forgives sins when one con- 
fesses them.” (Patrologia Migne, 
Vol. 50, p. 658, edition-year 1859, 
translated by author) 


Departure from Truth 


It is most interesting to note 
the development of departure 
from the truth of the Scriptures 
and the practice of the first five 
centuries after Christ, by those 
who today practice the secret 
compulsory sacramental confes- 
sion to a priest. 

The Western Roman Church 
did not follow the example of the 
abrogation of the practice of the 
penitentiary presbyter or elder 
by the Eastern Greek Church in 
391 A.D. by Bishop Nectarius. It 
is interesting to note that St. 
Chrysostom succeeded Bishop 
Nectarius as Bishop of Constan- 
tinople. This information is given 
to us by church historian Sozo- 
men in 430 A.D. We must remem- 
ber, however, that during the 
first five centuries, even during 
the 140 years of the practice of 
the penitentiary presbyter, con- 
fession was not of sacramental 
nature, but of psychological na- 
ture and it was voluntary and 
not compulsory as in most of the 
non-Protestant churches today. 
The sacramental nature of con- 
fession had not been instituted in 
the first five centuries after 
Christ. 

Then in the year 450 A.D. Pope 
Leo I wrote a circular by which 
he forbade public confession. 
Around the year 692 A.D. the 
Eastern Church returned to the 
practice of private confession to 
a priest in connection with the 
words of Christ in John 20:23 
concerning the remission and the 
retaining of sins. And then Inno- 
cent III in 1215 A.D. decreed that 
every member of the Western 
Roman Church must make con- 
fession of his sins at least once 
a year. Failure to do so would be 
a mortal sin. (Carl Mirbt, Quellen 
zur Geschichte des Papsthums 
und des roemischen Katholizis- 
mus. Tuebingen: Mohr, 1924, p. 
181, containing the relevant de- 


crees of councils on doctrine and 
discipline, papal encyclicals, etc., 
as translated and quoted by F. 
Mayer, The Religious Bodies of 
America, Concordia, p. 77) 

It was not until 1260 A.D. that 
Thomas Aquinas classified con- 
fession under one of the sacra- 
ments, that of Penance. (The 
Summa Theologica of St. Thom- 
as Aquinas, Third Part: Ques- 


tions, 84-suppl. 33. Literally 
translated by Fathers of the 
English Dominican Province. 


Second and Revised Edition- 
London-Burns, Oates and Wash- 
bourne, Ltd., Publishers to the 
Holy See, 1928, p. 21.) 

And then in 1551 A.D. the 
Council of Trent in canon 7 pre- 
scribed that all mortal sins must 
be confessed. Confession thus be- 
came compulsory. About one 
hundred years later (1642 A.D.) 
confession was introduced in full 
force, as in the Western Church, 
so also in the Eastern Church. 


Un-Biblical Character 


We who believe the Bible to be 
the sole authority for faith and 
action reject this secret compul- 
sory sacramental confession, first 
of all because the Bible does not 
teach it. When we read the Bible 
for ourselves, we see that con- 
fession as taught by many today 
is of human origin. 

But besides its un-Biblical 
character, it is illogical because 
it subjects one man to another 
who is no more than his equal in 
the sight of God. And what 
would happen if no confessor 
were around when we needed 
him and our souls were depressed 
by the burder of the guilt of 
sin? What would hinder man 
from calling upon God? The Bible 
is full of invitations from God 
Himself to call upon Him in 
times of need and trouble. The 
thief on the cross needed no con- 
fessor, but came to Jesus Christ 
directly, and so did all the apos- 
tles and disciples of all genera- 
tions.
